LOCAL  FARM  MAgAQggNg  STUDIES. 

Representatives  of  State  Colleges  of  Agriculture  in  the  State  in 
which  the  Bureau  is  cooperating  in  Farm  Management  studies  of  problems 
wholly  within  States  net  in  the  Chief ls  office  on  December  27.     At  this 
conference  r-ir,  Tenny  stated  that  after  present  studies  were  completed,  the 
Bureau  would  cooperate  on  farm  management  studies  wholly  within  a  single 
State  only  to  the  extent  of  furnishing  the  services  of  regularly  employed 
members  of  the  staff.     In  tjie  past  in  addition  to  the  above  the  Bureau 
has  made  direct  financial  contributions  to  such  studies.

The  steam  shovel  has  begun  the  digging  preparatory  to  erecting:  the 
central  building  which  will  connect  the  east  and  west  wings  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  structure.    Plans  call  for  the  erection,  perhaps  later 
this  year,  of  a  five-story  office  building  south  of  B  Street,  between 
Thirteenth  Street  and  Linworth  place. 

The  plans  for  the  future  building  program  for  the  Department  were 
disclosed  by  the  Treasury  Department  on  November  IS.     They  indicate  that, 
When  the  entire  building:  is  completed,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will 
be  housed  in  one  of  the  largest  office  structures  in  the  world.  The 
building  which  will  connect  the  present  east  and  west  wings  will  be  the 
first  to  be  built  under  the  plans.     The  Department  of  Justice  is  arranging 
for  the  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  acquisition  by  the  Government  of 
private  property  eventually  to  be  occupied  by  the  Department's  building* 
These  squares  are  those  between  B  and  C  Streets  and  between  Fourteenth 
and  Tv/elfth  Streets,  S,'..'« 

The  plans  call  for  an  extensible  building,  one  that  may  be  added  to 
indefinitely,  according  to  requirements  for  space  in  the  future.    On  the 
south  side  of  3  Street,  behind  the  marble  structure  on  the  Mall,  five- 
story  units  will  be  built,  as  time  goes  on  and  space  is  needed. 

The  Department  greatly  needs  the  space  which  the  new  construction 
will  afford,     It  is  now  scattered  in  41  buildings  over  the  District  of 
Columbia,    '"/hen  the  new  building  program  is  completed,  however,  it  is  hoped 
that  all  of  the  Departments  activities  in  "Washington,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  Weather  Bureau,  will  be  housed  in  centralized  Government- 
owned  quarters. 

Our  Bureau  is  not  involved  in  any  of  these  immediate  changes  since 
it  will  continue  to  occupy  its  present  quarters  until  the  building  pro- 
gram has  advanced  much  further,

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SUCCESSFUL  SHIPPING-  OVggggA^. 

Recent  experiments  in  shipping  fresh  vegetables  to  the  Island  Possess- 
ions, have  been  tried  v;ith  (  ratifying  results,  according  to  C.  J.  Hansen  of  the 
San  Francisco  Fruit  end  Vegetable  office  who  has  assisted  in  experiments 
conducted  "by  State  and  Federal  agencies  for  the  United  States'  IJavy. 

Periodically  various  farm  commodities  are  shipped  to  the  Island 
Possessions,  Samoa  and  Guam, .   Lettuce,'  cauliflower  and  celery  were  found  to 
"be  the  most  perishable  and  difficult  to  pack  to  insure  reaching  the  destina- 
tion in  a  thoroughly  good  state  of  preservation  after  three  weeks  in  transit. 

Packing  lettuce  in  ice  as  for  eastern  shipment,  was  tried,  as  well  as 
packing  dry  and  wrapping  the  individual  heads  in  various  kinds  of  paper.  The 
most  satisfactory  method  was  found  to  be  a  crate  with  a  filler  similar  to  the 
subdivisions  of  an  e, a:  case,  which  made  it  possible  for  each  head  of  lettuce 
to  be  placed  in  a  separate  compart  nent •     Shipments  are  made  in  such  con- 
tainers.    Celery  and  cauliflower  are  wrapped  individually  in  paper  and  packed 
in  the  original  crate.     It  was  found  that  by  using  these  methods'  the 
vegetables  arrived  with  less,  than ■ 15$  loss,  which  is  considered  very  good 
in  view  of  the  time  required  to  reach  these  stations, 

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

FLOUR  FOR  PRETZELS  is  the  subject  of  Technical  Bulletin  46  by  J.  H.. 
S^hollenberger  and  W.  K.  Marshall,  just  received.    The  baker  who  would  pro- 
duce high-quality  products  must  select  a  flour  suitable  for  that  purpose. 
To  do  this  he  must. know  the  specifications  of  that  flour.     In  the  success- 
ful conduct  of  their  business,  millers  must  furnish  bakers  with  flour  that  is 
suitable  for  the  purpose  intended.     Gr  they  must  sell  the  flour  they  have  on 
hand  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  best  fitted.     Farmers  enter  this 
better-business  program  by  producing  the  qualities  of  wheat  that  are  in 
most  demand  or  that  is  best  for  certain  purposes.     The  work  of  the  Milling 
Investigations  Laboratory  is  designed  to  aid  in  bringing  about  this  im- 
provement program  which  begins  with  the  farmer  and  ends  with  consumer.  This 
bulletin  represents  one  step  in  that  work. 

A  HAY  INSPECTORS  *  MA1JUEL,  dealing  with  the  interpretation  and  application 
of  the  U.S.  hay  standards  has  been  issued  in  multi graph  form,  paragraphed 
and  indexed.     It  was  prepared  to  give  Federal  hay  inspectors  information' 
and  also  to  provide  agricultural  college  agronomists  with  a  text  on  hay 
inspection  problems  in  teaching  the  Subject  to  student  hay  judging  t eases 
and  other  agronomy  students.     The  manuel  discusses  unusual  and  difficult 
phases  of  hay  inspection  which  supervisors  and  inspectors  at  shipping 
points  and  central  market s  have  had  to  -meet  in 'recent  years.     Copies  have 
been  sent  to  inspectors  and  to  several  colleges  to  be  used  in  hay  judging 
work.    Additional  copies  are  available  for  college  libraries  and  others 
interested.

Association,  National  Association  of  Cotton  Manufacturers,  New  England 
Cotton  Buyers1  Association,  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchange,  New  York  Cotton 
Exchange,  Oklahoma  State  Cotton  Exchange,  Pecos  Valley  Cotton  Growers1 
Association,  Southern  Shippers1  Association,  Texas  Cotton  Association,  and 
Cotton-Textile  Institute, 
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With  the  appropriation  of  $10,000  recently  made  available  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  it  becomes  possible  to  investigate 
more  thoroughly  complaints  arising  under  this  Act  and  to  make  some  in- 
quiries concerning  market  practices  necessary  to  a  proper  administra- 
tion of  the  Act,     It  has  been  decided  to  place  the  joint  administration 
of  the ^Produce  Agency  Act  and  the  Standard  Container  Act  in  the  hands  of 
H.  A*  Spilman,    Mr,  Spilman  has  obtained  excellent  results  in  the  admini- 
stration of  the  Standard  Container  Act,  is  well  acquainted  with  Bureau  and 
Departmental  administrative  procedure,  and  familiar  with  marketing  methods 
•  and  -practices,    W,  L,  Evans  will  also  devote  as  much  of  his  time  to  assist- 
ing Mr.  Spilman,  both  in  the  work  of  the  Washington  office  and  investigating 
complaints  in  the  field,  as  his  other  duties  will  permit,    Mr,  Evans  has 
been  engaged  in  collecting  excess  wool  profits  made  by  wool  growers  during 
the  war,  which  work  was  turned  over  to  this  Bureau  by  the  War  Industries 
Board,     It  is  also  anticipated  that  at  least  one  additional  man  to  investi- 
gate complaints  will  be  employed  in  the  near  future. 

While  the  Produce  Agency  Act  refers  to  "fruits,  vegetables,  melons, 
dairy  or  poultry  products,  or  any  perishable  farm  products  of  any  kind  or 
character,  referred  to  as  produce,"  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  will  be 
administratively  a  part  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,     The  Act  is 
designed  to  prevent  dishonesty  and  fraud  in  connection  with  agency  tran- 
sactions, in  the  commodities  mentioned,  when  such  transactions  are  in 
interstate  commerce.     It  is  desired  to  administer  this  law  in  a  way  that 
will  cause  it  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  constructive  influence  in  the  market** 
ing  of  the  products  to  which  it  applies*     The  administrative  office  desires 
that  all  representative's  of  the  Bureau,  both  in  Washington  and  in  the 
field,  whose  work  in  any  way  deeds  with  the  marketing  of  perishable  prod* 
ucts  should  familiarize  themselves  with  the  provisions  of  this  law  and 
the  regulations  issued  by  the  Secretary  thereunder  as  contained  in  Service 
and  Regulatory  Announcement  107  so  , that  it  can  b e  discussed  intelligently 
?;henever  reference  is  made  to  the  various  services  of  the  Bureau,  in  con- 
nection with  the  marketing  of  those  products.     Complaints  received  in  the 
field  should  be  promptly  referred  to  Washington  and  the  complainant  so 
advised.    For  the  most  part  the  investigation  of  complaints  will  be  han- 
dled by  the  Washington  office  but  in  cases  where  such  action  is  deemed 
advisable,  representatives  of  the  market  news  and  inspection  services  may 
be  asked  to  make  certain  inquiries  regarding  complaints  and  to  report 
upon  tra.de  practices', 

SEED  VERIFICATION  SERVICE 

MAXES  AUSPICIOUS  BEGINNING. 

During  the  first  two  months1  operation  of  the  Seed  Verification 
Service,  500  inspection  certificates  showing . origin  and  identity  of  seed 
have  been  issued  covering  over  16, 500, 000. pounds  of  seed  valued  at  over 
$4,000,000.    The  inspection  fees  amount  to  approximately  $4,800,     Of  the 
63  verif ied-origin  seed  dealers  only  41  have  as  yet  made  application  for 
inspection.     Some  of  the  seedsmen  are  waiting  until  they  are  practically 
ready  to  start  cleaning  and  preparing  the*ir  seed  for  sale  before  request- 
ing certificates. 
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LAND  UTILIZATION  DISCUSSED 

KITH  VISITING  ECONOMISTS. 

An  informal  conference  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  local  land 
utilization  studies  was  held  December  30  in  the  Conference  Room  of  the 
Bieber  Building.    This  meeting  was  originally  called  to  give  Department 
workers  in  the  Divisions  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  Farm  Management 
and  Costs,  Land  Economics,  U.  S,  Forest  Service,  and  State  experiment  sta- 
tion workers  an  opportunity  to  discuss  together  the  problems  of  sub-marginal 
land  and  sab-marginal  farmers*    Because  of  general  interest  in  the  subject, 
it  was  decided  to  throu  the  conference  open  to  economists  who  were  in  Wash- 
ington in  attendance  at  the  annual  meetings.    About  sixty  attended.    L.  C« 
Gray,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  presided. 

This  Bureau  is  cooperating  with  the  Ohio  Experiment  Station  in  the 
study  of  certain  farming  areas  in  the  hill  section  of  Ohio  characterized 
by  extremely  low  incomes.    The  Bureau  is  also  cooperating  with  State  ex- 
periment stations-  and  the  U.  S«  Forest  Service  in  studies  having  to  do 
with  rural  regional  planning.     Such  studies  are  now  in  progress  in  ""est 
Virginia  and  Pennsylvania*    E,  L.  Kirkpatrick,  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Population  and  Rural  Life,  and  H.  ".7.  Hawthorne,  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Management  and  Costs,  reported  on  the  Ohio  study.    Professor  Paul  A.  Eke, 
of  "Test  Virginia  University,  and  Millard  Peck,  of  the  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  presented  a  report  on  the  aims  and  methods  of  the  v,Test  Virginia 
study*

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SECOND  STATISTICAL  COURSE  TO  3E 
GIVEN  3Y  CROP  ESTIMATES  ♦ 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  will  open'  a  special 
statistical  school  and  conference  on  February  13  which  will  be  conducted 
for  four  weeks*    During  this  period  special  instructions  will  be  given 
to  fifteen  of  the  Agricultural  Statisticians  from  various  stations  in 
the  field  in  statistical  technique  and  methods  with  particular  applica- 
tion to  crop  and  livestock  forecasting  and  estimating.     Charles  F. 
Sarle  will  have  charge  of  the  course,  but  other  members  of  the  Washington 
staff.,  not  only  from  the  division  but  from  other  divisions,  will  assist* 
From  two  to  three  lectures  a  day  will  be  given.    Numerous  statistical 
problems  will  be  worked  out  during  laboratory  periods.     Special  attention 
will  be  given  to  the  theory  of  sampling,  as  this  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant branches  of  statistical  methods  used  by  the  division.     The  study 
of  relationships  will  include  multiple  and  curvilinear  correlation*  Every 
effort  will  be  made,  not  only  to  familiarize  the  men  with  the  latest  tech- 
nique but  to  have  them  understand  the  philosophy  involved,  especially  as 
it  might  apply  in  the  field  of  crop  and  livestock  forecasting  to  estimat- 
ing.

HAY  INSPECTIONS  AT  KANSAS  CITY 

UNDER  COOPERATIVE  AGREEMENT, 

The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  has  now  completed  an  agreement  with 
the  Kansas  City  Hay  Dealers1  Association  whereby  all  hay  arriving  on  track 
at  Kansas  City  for  members  of  the  Association  will  receive  Federal  inspec- 
tion*   The  Association  has  adopted  the  United  States  standards  as  its 
standards  and  employed  two  inspectors  who  have  been  trained  at  the  Kansas 
City  office  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  in  the  use  of  the  United 
States  hay  standards  and  are  now  licensed  as  .Federal  hay  inspectors  at 
Kansas  City,    The  members  of  the  regular  staff  in  the  Kansas  City  labor- 
atory will  also  be  available  to  assist  them  in  making  inspections  whenever 
additional  help  is  needed*     This  will  result  in  a  large  increase  in  the 
hay  inspection  work  as  Kansas  City  is  the  largest  market  in  the  United 
States,  handling  in  the  neighborhood  of  25,000  cars  annually  and  practically 
all  dealers  there  are  members  of  the  Kansas  City  Hay  Dealers1  Association* 
The  representatives  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  in  the  Kansas  City 
laboratory  have  been  making  inspections  in  the  Kansas  City  market''  at  re- 
quest for  a  little  over  two  years,  but  the  new  arrangement  should  greatly 
increase  the  volume  of  business  at  that  point. 
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COMMUNICATION  wITH  CANADIAN 
GOVERNI.IFNT  OFFICIALS, 

Attention  is  called  to  Memorandum  No,  SPS,  dated  December  22,  1927f 
of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary. 

Officials  are  kindly  requested  to  bear  in  mind  the  wishes  of  the 
State  Department  that  that  Department  and  the  American  Legation  at  Ottawa 
be  informed  of  all  phases  of  questions  under  discussion  between  officials 
of  the  departments  of  this  Government  and  corresponding  officials  of  the 
Canadian  Government,  whether  by  direct  or  informal  communicat ion*    This  will 
expedite  matters  and  be  helpful  in  other  ways  in  case  official  action  is 
desired  at  a  later  date. 

The  memorandum  directs  that  in  future,  where  occasion  is  foreseen 
for  personal  official  conference  of  other  than  routine  character  between 
officers  of  this  Department  and  officials  of  the  Canadian  Government,  a 
written  memorandum  stating  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  and  indicating  the 
officers  who  are  to  participate  should  be  sent  as  far  in  advance  of  the 
conference  as  possible,  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary,  for  transmittal  to 
the  American  Minister  at  Ottawa,    VJhere*  in  an  emergency,  time  does  not 
permit  this,  information  may  be  personally  conveyed  to  the  American  Le- 
gation,, 

Formal  written  communications  to  Canadian  or  other  foreign  govern** 
ment  officials  should  continue  to  be  transmitted  through  the  Department  of 
State,  the  memorandum  points  out,  as  provided  by  paragraph  571  of  the 
administrative  regulations  of  the  Department, 

PROPERTY  ACCOUNTABILITY, 

The  attention  of  all  employes  is  called  to  fact  that  we  have  inven- 
torial  property  amounting  in  value  to  approximately  3600,000  in  'Washington, 
and  approximately  $300,000  in  the  field.    The  costodianship  of  this  proper- 
ty must  necessarily  be  placed  in  a  number  of  hands  and  for  this  reason  the 
property  invoice  system  was  established  by  which  various  employes  might 
assume  the  responsibility  for  the  property  used  by  them,  or  by  employes 
under  their  supervision,  in  the  conduct  of  their  work.    It  is  apparent 
at  times  that  the  real  responsibility  of  the  employe  who  assumes  this 
custodianship  has  not  fully  been  realized,  as  the  annual  checking  of 
inventory  regularly  reveals  a  loss  of  property  for  which  no  reasonable 
explanation  can  be  made. 

In  order  that  this  situation  may  be  corrected,  employes  are  requested 
to  keep  a  strict  line  on  property  entrusted  to  them  and  where  an  invoice  has 
been  signed,  to  make  a  regular  check  of  the  property  involved.  Unless 
some  reasonable  explanation  can  be  made  of  losses,  employes  will  be  called 
upon  to  make  reimbursement  for  any  articles  for  which  a  satisfactory  account- 
ing cannot  be  given. 

It  is  realized  that  this  custodianship  involves  an  additional  burden 
on  the  employe  who  assumes  it,  but  this  cannot  be  avoided  and  must  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  his  responsibilities.    The  Business  Manager  therefore 
urges  that  a  careful  check  of  property  with  the  property  invoice  be  made 
in  order  that  the  annual  inventory  may  be  accomplished  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible.

R,  H,  Black,  of  the  Minneapolis  office  .of  Grain  Investigations,  gave 
an  illustrated  talk  on  Dec em Dor  29  "before  members  of  local  elevator  compan- 
ies at  Minneapolis,  of  the  results  of  his  investigations  of  the  use  of  the 
combine  in  harvesting  this  yearns  crop  of  Spring  Wheat.    The  information 
which  Mr,  Black  presented  referred  principally  to  the  material  change  in 
the  moisture  content  of  the  "heat  in  the  field  during  the  various  periods 
of  each  day,  the  very  high  moisture  content  of  the  weed  seeds  found  in 
the  .threshed  wheat,-  the  rapid  transference  of  the  excess  moisture  in  the 
weed  seeds  to  the  wheat  when  the  grain  is  put  into  storage  without  clean- 
ing, and  the  need  for' ventilators  in  the  farm  bins  to  prevent  combine 
harvested  grain  from  spoiling  in  storage,

In  connection  with 'the  consideration  of  .recommendations  for  pro- 
motion this  year  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  attendance 
records  of  .  our.  various  employes,     It:  is- needless  to  point  out  that  the 
employe 'whose  attendance  cannot  be  counted "upon  is  not  as  efficient  as 
one  who  is  regularly  on  the  job*    As-  ;a  whole, -  our  personnel  maintains  a 
very  high  standard  in  this  respect,  but' there-  are  cases  where  employes 
are  apparently  forming  a  habit  of  taking  annually  a  considerable  part  of 
the  sick  leave  provided  for  under  the  regulations.    The  sick  leave  privi- 
lege was  established  in  order  that  employes  who  are  actually  sick  and 
unable  to  report  for  duty 'may  be  absdnt  ai&L'.  not  suffer  a  loss  of  pay 
because  of  such  absence,  or  have  it --charged .against  their  annual  leave. 
This  privilege  is  .  intended  to. 'provide  f  or  "emergency .  in  case  of  illness 
and  in  -no  way-  to  supplement  annual  leave,   -*-..        .  '..  : 

It  is  not  felt  that  an  employe  who  finds  it  necessary  to  occasion- 
ally take  advantage  of  ,the  s'i'ck  leave  privilege  will  necessarily  fender 
as  a  whole  less  efficient  service,  but  if  these  .absences  are  frequent  and 
the  health  of  the  employe  is  "such -  that  he  cannot. carry  the  same  respon- 
sibility and  burden . as .other  employees  in 'his  grade,  his  efficiency  must 
as  a  consequence  be  reduced  and  he  cannot -hope  tor advance  as  rapidly  as 
the  employe  whose  health  will  permit  and  wh©'  is.  regularly  at  work. 

It  is  hoped  tha.fc  'all  employes  will  give-  careful  thought  to  this 
question  of  leave,  asking  for  and  taking  '-^advantage  .of  the  privilege  of 
sick: leave  only  when  it, is  necessary,  and  arranging  for  annual  leave  in 
advance  at  such  times  as  the  absence  invol-v-ed:  will  not  decrease  the 
efficiency  of  the  activity  with  which  they  are  connected. 

Due  consideration  to  this  question  of  leave  of  absence  will  be  given 
by  division  and  section  leaders  in  the  establishment  of  efficiency  ratings 
when  the  next  annual  efficiency  reports  are  submitted.

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PRICE  FORECASTING  CONSIDERED 

"   ' AT  HEARING  ON  HOUSE  BILL.  .  • 

A  hearing  was  held  on  Saturday  before  the  Agricultural  Committee  of 
the  House  on  the  McDuffie  Bill  and  others  designed  to  prohibit  the  issu- 
ance of  statements  regarding  the  future  price  of  farm  products  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.    Mr,  Tenny,  representing  the  Bureau,  outlined  the 
work  of  the  Bureau  in  the  study  of  prices,  price  trends,  the  preparation 
of  outlook  reports,  and  related  work.    He  defined  the  objective  of  this 
work  as  an  aid  to  farmers  in  determining  orderly  marketing  and  intelli- 
gent production.    He  emphasized  the  difficulties  which  producers  face  in 
determining  what  trends  may  be,  and  pointed  out  that  unless  the  Department 
places  the  facts  before  farmers  and  assists  in  interpreting  them  they  are 
under  a  disadvantage  compared  with  traders  and  others  who  have  facilities 
for  obtaining  the  information  and  employing  experts  to  analyze  and  interpret 
the  situation  for  them.    Mr.  Tenny  presented  charts  showing  the  price  situa- 
tion on  cotton  in  September  when  a  statement  by  the  Department  was  said  to 
have  caused  a  severe  drop  in  prices.    He  sho?/ed  that  the  market  had  been 
declining  before  the  report  was  issued  and  that  while  it  continued  to  drop 
after  the  report,  it  later  recovered  an  amount  greater  than  this  drop.  Since 
August,  however,  the  general  trend  of  the  market  has  been  steadily  downward 
as  was  declared  probable  in  the  price  review  of  August. 

Members  of  the-  committee  expressed  great  interest  in  the  Depart- 
ment *s  work  and  generally  approved  the  distribution  of  facts  as  an  aid  to 
farmers  in  marketing  and  production,  but  disagreed  somewhat  as  to  the  ex- 
tent to  which  interpretations  should  be  made.    Representatives  of  the  cot- 
ton States  led  by  Mr.  McDuffie  presented  arguments  for  the  Bill,  contending 
that  the  merest  statement  of  a  price  trend  by  the  Department  had  undue  in- 
fluence on  the  market. 

A  member  of  the  committee  raised  a  question  as  to  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  Bill  as  proposed  and  the  committee  decided  to  refer  it  to 
the  Office  of  Legislative  Council  of  the  House.     Some  representatives  from 
grain  States  asked  those  representing  the  cotton  States  if  they  would  object 
to  confining  the  scope  of  the  Bill  to  cotton,  omitting  reference  to  other 
crops.     The  reply  was  that  there  would  be  no  objection  to  this  amendment. 


WELL  KNOWN  ECONOMISTS  STUDY 
FARM  PRICE  RESEARCH. 


Six  nationally  known  economists  and  statisticians  have  been  requested 
by  Mr.  Tenny,  with  the  approval  of  Secretary  Jardine,  to  make  a  study  of  the 
Bureau's  price  analysis  work  covering  methods  used  and  the  feasibility  of 
price  forecasting  and  other  work  of  that  character.     This  follows  the 
Bureau's  custom  of  calling  in' from  time  to  time  disinterested  experts  to 
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review  certain  activities  and  make  suggestions  for  improvements  of  methods. 

The  committee  includes  Carl  Snyder,  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  New  York; 
Frederick  CV  Mills,  Bureau  of  Economic  Research,  New  York;  G.  F»  Warren, 
Cornell  University;  E.  G.  Nourse,   Institute  of  Economics,  Washington,  D.C,; 
ard.  Holbrook  Working,  Food  Research  Institute,  Stanford  University, 
California. 

During  the,  Farm  Economic  Association  meetings  in  Washington  the 
latter  part  of  December  several  of  the  members  of  the  committee  who  were  pres« 
ent  'met  with  Mr.  Tenny, and  others  of  the  Bureau  and  discussed  the  work.

WIDE  DISTRIBUTION  TO  TRADE 

OF  COTTON" LI NIERS  STANDARDS; 

About  1500  copies  of  the  standards  for  grade  and  character  of 
cotton  linters  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  trade,  according  to  *Gay  S. 
Meloy  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing.    Approximately  one-third  of 
the  total  number  of  cotton  seed  oil  mills  of  the  country  have  been  furnished 
copies  of  the  standards,  and  practically  all  large  concerns  that  convert 
linters  chemically, 

Extensive  research  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  color  of  lin- 
ters, much  confusion  existing  throughout  the  trade  on  this  factor.  Mr, 
Meloy  states  there  are,  strictly  speaking,  but  two  basic  normal  colors  of 
linters,  olive  and  buff.    Each  of  these  colors,  however,  varies  in  sha.de 
in  the  various  sections  of  production. 

Secret  ary  o a  rdine  last  September  amended  the  regulations  under  the 
Cotton  Standards  Act  to  authorize  the  preparation  of  so-called  Expositor 
types  of  the  linters  standards  for  distribution  to  each  holder  of  copies 
of  the  standards,   so  that  each  might  have  samples  that  might  be  handled  or 
pulled.    These  types  illustrate  and  explain  the  staples  and  characters 
of  linters  as  embraced  in  the  first  five  standard  grades. 

Secretary  Jardine  subsequently  promulgated  an  order  establish- 
ing descriptive  standards  for  color  of  linters,  and  the  two  basic  colors, 
olive  and  buff,  of  different  characteristic  shades,  and  seven  intensities 
of  each  color  have  been  made  the  standards  for  the  color  of  linters.  Each 
of  the  four  principal  factors  of  value  in  linters  is  now  covered  by  standards, 
which  include  character  of  linters  for  each  of  the  three  sections  of  pro- 
duction; staple  or  blends  of  fiber;,  tolerance  of  foreign  matter;  and  the 
factor  of  color  as  covered  in  separate  standards.

BESE  GRADING-  AND  STAjglNg  SERVICE. 

Effective  January:  23-  the  beef  stamping  and  grading  service,  of 
the  Bureau  77as  extended  to  include  "good"  grade  beef  along  with  "prime" 
and  "choice."     The  addition  of  "good"  grade  beef  will  make  available 
for  Government  grafting  and  stamping  approximately  27  per  cent  of  the 
total  beef  supply.     The  extension  of  the  service  is  the  result  of 
widespread  approval  by  and  requests  from  packers  and  retailers  for  such 
action*  expressed  through  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board  and 
the  ■Better  Beef  Association*     The  request  for  extended  service  is  con- 
vincing evidence  of  the  success  of  the  experiment  begun  last  spring  of 
stamping  and  grading  "prime "and  "choice"  carcass  beef* 

The  beef  is  graded' and  stamped  by  representatives  of  the 
Division -of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  at  the  leading  livestock  markets 
and  slaughtering  centers  upon  the  request  of  slaughteres.     Many  retailers 
have  informed  the  Bureau  that  the  availability  of  Government  graded  and 
stamped  beef  has  greatly  stimulated  consumer  demand  for  products  so  graded 
and  stamped  as  the  stamp  is  a.  virtual  guarantee  of  quality  by  the  United 
States  Government.

John  S,  Dennee,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Maryland,  will  be 
transferred  on  April  1  to  the  State  of  Washington  to  take  charge  of  the 
crop  reporting  work  in  that  State*    Mr,  Dennee  has  had  wide  experience  in 
the  crop  reporting  work,    Eor  several  years  he  was  Statistician  for 
Louisiana  and  later  Statistician  for  Georgia.

CU3RI"  ARMY  TO  PURCHASE 

CORK  AID  CATS  BY  GRADE. 


The  Cuban  Army  proposes  to  purchase  oats  and  corn  by  grade, 
according  to  Captain  Armando  Rodriguez  Caceres,  of  the  Veterinary 
Corps,  Cuban  Army,     Captain  Caceres  called  at  the  Office  of  Grain 
Investigations  last  week  to  get  information  as  to  the  grain  testing 
apparatus  that  is  necessary   for  the  accurate  grading  of  these  commodi- 
ties and  stated  that  the  proposed-  plan  would  he  started  upon  his 
return  to  Cub  ..     He  also  stated  that  the  Cuban  War  Department  will 
set  up  grain  grading  laboratories  and  that  it  vill  be  his  duty  to 
instruct  officers  to  inspect  and  grade  the  oats  and  corn  that  is  pur- 
chased for  the  army,    The  Cuban  army  purchases  each  year  large  quanti- 
ties of  oats  and  corn  from  this  country. 

Captain  Caceres  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  army  officers 
who  took  the  course  in  grain  grading  under  the  instruction  of  E.  G» 
Boerner,  in  charge  of  the  Grain  Investigations,  in  Washington  a  yea.r 
ago  last  December.

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DROUTHS  AND  LABOR  PROBLEMS 

IN  AUSTRALIAN  AGRICULTURE. 

The  most  recent  communications  from  Mr.  Estabrook  indicate  that 
he  has  "been  carrying  on  successfully  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  his 
work  on  the  1930  world  census  of  agriculture,     Fullest  cooperation 
has  been  promised  him  by  the  various  governmental  agricultural  agencies, 

Mr.  Estabrook'makes  interesting  observations  on  conditions  at 
the  points  visited.     He  discusses  at  length  the  set-up  and  operation  of 
the  various  agricultural  organizations.     In  Australia  some  of  the  problems 
confronting  agriculture  are  drouths  and  organized  labor.     In  this  con- 
nection, he  writes  from  Brisbane,  capital  of  Queensland; 

"I  talked  with  the  captain  of  the  port  who  said  he  had 
just  returned  from  an  automobile  trip  500  miles  into  the 
interior  to  visit  a  ranch  ("station")  180  miles  from  the 
nearest  railway  station.    He  said  that  in  this  section 
not  a  drop  of  rain  had  fallen  in  four  years.     I  was  told  by 
another  local  resident  that  he  had  just  purchased  1,000  head 
of  sheep  for  a  shilling  (25  cts.)  a  head.     I  &aw  a  newspaper 
item  to  the  effect  that  one  man  had  moved  out  of  the  drouth- 
stricken  region  10,000  head  of  sheep  by  auto-truck  to  keep 
them  from  starving," 
Again,  from  Sydney; 

"I  conversed  with  a  man  who  said  he  lived  thirty  miles  from 
Sydney;  that  the  country  has  suffered  from  a  prolonged  drouth; 
that  uncertainty  of  rainfall  makes  all  branches  of  agriculture 
hazardous;  that  the  curse  of  the  country  is  organized  labor, 
constantly  demanding  shorter  hours  and  higher  wages  and  re- 
striction of  output." 

ANNUAL  CLEAN  UP  DAY 
IS  SUGGESTED. 

An  item  was  carried  in  the  B.A.E.  NEWS  January  17  under  the 
heading,   "Correspondence  to  be  Filed  Promptly  in  Mails  and  Files,"  in 
which  divisions  were  urged  to  promptly  turn  in  to  the  Section  of  Mails 
and  Files  for  filing,  all  correspondence,  and.  for  proper  disposition, 
all  documents  and  other  material  of  no  further  use.

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MR.  WALKER  COMPLETES  STUDY 

OP  FOREIGN  WOOL  MARKETS 
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J.  ?.  Walker  returned  to  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing 
last  week  from  a  ten  months1  trip  covering  the  leading  wool  producing 
and  consuming  countries.    He  visited  Australia,  Mew  Zealand,  and  South 
Africa  whose  types  of  wool  come  more  largely  into  competition  with 
those  of  this  country.    Before  returning  to  the  United  States  he  went 
to  England  and  Prance,  two  of  the  larger  wool  manufacturing  countries 
of  the  world.    Most  of  his  time  abroad  was  spent  in  Australia  "because 
that  country  is  not  only  one  of  the  largest  producers  of  wool,  hut  has 
set  up  one  of  the  best  wool  markets  and  programs  for  r;ool  marketing.  He 
traveled  over  practically  all  of  the  wool  producing  area  in  the  common- 
wealth, spending  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  New  South  Wales.  That 
state  produces  more  than  50  per  cent  of  all  the  wool  produced  in  the 
country.    At  the  ranges  he  observed  methods  of  grading,  shearing,  oper- 
ation and  classing  and  followed  the  wools  sold  at  auctions  into  Brisbane, 
Sidney,  Gee long  and  Adelaide,  the  four  leading  Australian  markets. 

Recognition  of  the  formidable  foreign  competition  with  the  pro- 
duction and  marketing  of  American  wool  led  to  Mr.  Walker's  assignment 
in  the  Bureau  early  last  year  to  study  these  problems.    As  a  result  of 
his  survey  he  is  prepared  to  make  definite  recommendations  designed  to 
help  the  American  wool  grower.     These  recommendations  will  cover  the 
better  preparation  of  the  wool  clip  for  market,  better  methods  of  selling 
to  obtain  full  market  values,  as  well  as  programs  for  placing  wools  on 
the  markets  at  times  when  full  values  can  be  realized  and  in  a  manner 
that  will  minimize  costs  in  handling.    Mr.  Walker  found  systems  of  mar- 
keting that  with  modifications  can  be  adopted  to  suit  American  conditions.

EFumerous  instances  have  come  to  the  attention  of  our  market 
news  forces  from  time  to  time  which  indicate  that  market  information 
disseminated  "by  the  Bureau,  "by  radio  is  "being  regularly  made  avail- 
able to  large  numbers  in  addition  to  the  millions  equipped  to  receive 
it  by  radio  in  their  own  homes.     In  some  of  the  smaller  towns  and 
cities  newspaper  publishers  not  being  supplied  with  telegraphic 
press  association  service  depend  on  the  radio  reports  for  current 
market  information.     In  many  instances  banks  and  other  commercial 
concerns  regularly  make  use  of  the  radio  reports  as  a  part  of  their 
service  to  their  patrons,  copying  the  information  as  it  broadcast  and 
posting  it  for  the  benefit  and  convenience  of  those  interested  in 
their  communities.     Commenting  on  a  service  of  this  character, 
Sterling  Emens,   in  charge  of "the  Fort  Worth  office  of  the  Livestock, 
Meats  and  Tool  Division,  states  in  a  recent  letter  that  the  livestock 
market  reports  broadcast  from  his  office  through  WBAP  are  being  received 
at  greet er  distances  and  more  clearly  since  that  station  was  granted 
permission  to  increase  its  power,  and  adds; 

"Mr.  Samuel  P.  Peebles  of  Lexington,  Texas,  runs  a 
general  merchandise  store  in  connection  with  his  ranching 
interests.    He  operates  a  radio  receiving  set  in  his  store 
and  tunes  in  regularly  for  our  market  reports.     It  seems 
that  his  store  is  a  meeting  place  for  stockmen  when  they 
come  to  town  and  considerable  inquiry  regarding  the  market 
is  received  from  them.     Inquiries  became  so  numerous  that 
Mr.  Peebles  decided  to  copy  the  principal  features  of  the 
reports  as  they  are  broadcast  and  to  post  the  information 
for  the  benefit  of  his  customers  and  friends.  Frequently 
he  is  also  requested  to  relay  this  information  over  the 
phone.     Incidentally  Mr.  Peebles  commented  favorably  on 
the  series  of  standardization  talks  we  broadcast  daily 
last  week  (week  of  Jan.  9)."

MOTOR  VEHICLE  SERVICE  OBTAINABLE 

FROM  THE  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT . 


The  Chief  Coordinator  advises  that  the  Post  Office  Department 
now  stands  ready  to  consider  any  reasonable  request  from  and  to  render 
service  to  other  departments  and  establishments  in  connection  with  the 
repair  and/or  storage  of  motor  vehicles,  owned  or  operated  by  Federal 
activities  and  to  make  sales  of  gasoline  and  lubricating  oil  to  them, 
provided  it  can  do  so  advantageously  to  the  Federal  Government  and  with- 
out detriment  to  the  Post  Office  Department. 

A  fixed  charge  for  the  storage  of  mo'tor  vehicles  will  be  made  at 
the  rate  of  $5.00  per  month  for  dead  storage  and  $10.00  per  month  for 
live  storage.     Repairs  will  be. made  to  motor  vehicles  on  the  same  basis 
as  repairs  to  the  postal  service  trucks  used  in  the  smaller  cities. 
Such  mechanical  service  docs  not  include  the  routine  servicing  of 
vehicles,   such  as  draining  crank  cases,  lubrication,  washing,  adjust- 
ing brakes  and  bands,  tire  service,  etc.     Gasoline  and  lubricating  oil 
will  be  sold  at  contract  price  plus  a  surcharge  of  one  cent  per  gallon 
to  cover  loss  and  handling. 

This  is  an  extension  of  the  service  already  obtained  to  some 
extent  in  the  past  two  years.     A  new  feature  is  the  offer  of  the  Post 
Office  Department  to  furnish  live  and  dead  storage  and'  repairs  of 
Government  cars  where  feasible.     All  offices  of  the  bureau  are  requested 
to  consider  the  possibilities  of  saving  and  convenience  in  this  new 
proposal . 

Existing  arrangements  need  not  be  covered  by  new  requests  and 
service  already  established  may  be  continued  without  further  formality. 
But  if  field  offices  desire  service  not  hitherto  arranged  for,  either  in 
the  form  of  purchase  of  gasoline  and  oil  or  of  storage  and  repairs", 
requests  should  be  forwarded  to  their  Washington  offices  where  applica- 
tion for  the  additional  services  will  be  made  in  the  usual  way, 
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LOOKING-  IN  Oil  THE  OUTLOOK. 
BY  THE  BUREAU  JESTER . 

Relatively  few  of  the  Bureau's  large ' personnel  have  been  privil- 
eged to  sit  in  on  one  of  the  annual  outlook  conferences  and  it  is  only 
their  due  that  they  be  given  some  idea  of  what  happens. 

An  outlook  committee  consists  of  some  40  or  50  men  and  one  or 
two  women,  congregated  in  one  room,  all  facing  in.  Contrary  to  gener- 
al impression,   they  do  not  meet  in  a  watch  tower  and  face  out  with 
spy  glasses  glued  to  their  eyes,  scanning  the  countryside  for  signs  of 
unrest.     They  don1 1  have  to.     The  unrest  comes  from  the  prohibition 
against  smoking,  except  at  recess. 

The  procedure  is  simple.     About  every  other  member  is  the  chair- 
man of  a  subcommittee  which  after  much  travail  brings  forth  an  erudite 
report  on  some  commodity.    As  soon  as  a  semblance  of  order  can  be  estab- 
lished someone  reads  the  report  of  his  committee.     As  a  rule  a  suitable 
degree  of  decorum  is  preserved  by  the  general  committee  during  this 
reading.     The  avalanch  of  criticisms,  suggestions,  questions  and 
amendments  is  not  turned  loose  until  the  subcommittee  chairman  has  re- 
moved his  neighbor's  feet  from  his  chair  and  sat  down.    When  the  tumult 
has  subsided  and  the  member  and  his  mangled  report  have  been  removed  on 
stretchers,  the  next  pale  and  trembling  committeeman  reads  his  report, 
and  the  whole  scene  is  reenacted. 

Astute  veterans  have  found  that  it  pays  to  stall  around  and 
bring  in  their  reports  about  the  close  of  the  second  or  third  day  for 
the  reason  that  the  crowd  are  then  feeling  the  effects  of  over- 
exertion, loss  of  sleep,  etc.,  and  the  keen  edge  of  their  enthusiasm 
has  been  dulled.     Consequently  their  chances  of  coming  out  of  the  ordeal 
undamaged  are  greatly  enhanced.     This  results  in  an  alarming  increase  in 
the  Alphonse  and  Gaston  type  of  courtesy  among  subcommittee  chairman 
that  is  maintained  until  near  the  end  of  the  week  when  there,  is  a  last 
minute  stampede  to  get  reports  in.     Several  shins  were  barked  in  such  a 
melee  on  the  last  day. 

An  outlook  committee  is  a  busy  organization,  and  the  busiest  man 
in  it  is  H.  R.  Toiley,  executive  secretary*     Not  only  must  he  look  after 
much' of  the  detail  work  that  goes  on  behind  the  scenes,  but  he  is  pri- 
marily responsible  for  incorporating  in  each  report  the  changes  agreed 
upon  by  the  committee.    With  amendments  of  all  sorts  rattling  down 
upon  him  like  hail  upon  a  window  pane,  one  might  expect  him  to  get  ner- 
vous, but  not  so.     Everything  moves  like  clockwork. 

To  be  chairman  of  an  outlook  committee  is  a  nerve  wracking  job. 
Evidence  of  that  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  Mr.  Tenny,  Mr.  Clsen  and 
Mr.  Schoenfeld  worked  in  relays.     That  fact  alone  demonstrates  the 
fighting,  clawing  enthusiasm  with  which  the  assembled  Bureau  and  State 
representatives  entered  upon  their  labors. 

Seriously  speaking,   the  outlook  committee  as  an  organization  is 
increasing  in  stature,   in  its  understanding  of  the  manifold  interre- 
lationships that  affect  the  agricultural  outlook,  and  in  the  responsi- 
bilities that  attach  to  the  preparation  of  an  outlook  report.    Hand  in 
hand  with  the  increasing  knowledge  and  experience  that  have  been 
brought  to  bear  in  its  preparation  there  is  increasing  evidence  of  the 
value  that  extension  agencies  attach  to  the  report  and  of  their  desire 
to  sell  it  to  the  farmers.     The  dominant  notes  struck  by  the  outlook 
committee  were  enthusiasm  and  earnestness.

"by  L.  3.  Flohr  -  No.  1551.     This  bulletin  summarizes  and  supersedes  five^ 
bulletins  on  parcel  post  marketing  which  were  issued  when  Mr.  Flohr  was  in 
charge  of  a  series  of  investigations  on  the  possibilities  of  parcel  post 
marketing.

Writing  to  the  South  St.  Paul  office  of  the  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool  Division  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  Boston  daily  wool  market 
reports,  prepared  by  the  Boston  office  of  the  division,  Mangus  Brown,

A  grain  sifter,  used  for  separating  pins  from  clips*  is  the  practi- 
cal novelty  in  operation  in  the  action  of  Mails  and  Files.    In  the  interest 
of  economy  pins  and  clips  v/hich  accumulate  in  the  circulation  of  mail  have 
for  some  time  been  turned  over  by  the  section  to  W.  M.  Richardson,  head 
clerk  in  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates.

The  following  editorial  in  the  Western  Breeder's  Journal  for 
January  15  indicates  that  that  paper  approves  of  the  comments  through 
the  press  of  C.  L.  Christensen  following  his  trip  to  the  Western  Coast 
la,st  October  and  November: 

"That  useful  official  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Chris  L*  Christensen,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  recently  spent  several  weeks 
looking  over  the  agricultural  cooperatives  of  the  West,  and 
when  he  got  hack  to  Washington  he  made  a  report  that  indicated 
that  he  was  very  well  pleased  with  what  he  saw.     Kis  first  ob- 
servation was  to  the  effect  that  members  and  officials  of  farm 
cooperatives  are  really  getting  do7/n  to  fundamentals. 
The  farmers  of  the  '.Vest  who  have  gone  into  business  through 
their  cooperatives  are  now  studying  'better  production,  better 
grading  and  standardization,  efficient  management  and  skillful 
adjustment  of  supply  to  markets; 1  all  of  which  is  highly  grati- 
fying to  this  Journal  inasmuch  as  we  have  been  talking  in  just 
that  language  for  a  long  time,     A  second,  a  very  interesting, 
observation  of  Mr.  Christensen  is  that  cooperatives  are 
actually  picking  and  choosing  their  members,   .  ,*  If  the  pro- 
ducers will  continue  fighting  it  out  along  that  line  they  won't 
have  much  time  or  use  for  so-called  'relief1  legislation," 

MICHIGAN  AND  OKLAHOMA  COOPERATE 
IN  NEW  RESEARCH  STUDIES. 

The  recent  consummation  of  two  cooperative  agreements  by  the 
Bureau  with  the  Oklahoma  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  and  the 
Michigan  Agricultural  College  and  Experiment  Station,  respectively,  con- 
templates economic  research  activities  in  the  Division  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment and  Costs  in  each  case  of  a  typical  character.

Work  in  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  P.  P,  Elliott,  at  Oklahoma  Agricultural  College  under  G,  0* 
Ellsworth,  and  at  Michigan  Agricultural  College  under  E,  B,  Hill,     The  re- 
sults of  these  studies  will  be  published  in  each  State  in  bulletin  form.

,    Hearings  were  held  "by  the  House  Committee  on  the  Census  last  v/eek 
to  consider  an  amendment  to  the  Bill  providing  for  the  next  decennial 
census*    Mr,  Olsen  presented  material  and  arguments  in  support  of  the 
Department's  attitude  in  favor  of  the  agricultural  census  being  "taken 
_as  of  December  1,  1929,  instead  of  April  1,  1930,  when  the  population 
census  will  be  taken,    Joseph  A*  Becker,  Charles  E,  Gage  and  C*  L»  Harlan, 
of .the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  also  were  present  at  the 
hearings. 

The  last  decennial  census  taken  on  April  1  was  in  1910.      It  is  the 
viewpoint  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  comparability  of  many  items 
will  be  destroyed  should  the  census  be  taken  as  of  April  1  and  the  value  of

'NET?  ENGLAND  OUTLOOK  FOR  1928 
IS  FAIRLY  FAVORABLE, 

The  fourth  annual  New  England  outlook  report  was  prepared  on  February 
6  and  7  by  representatives  of  the  New  England  Agricultural  Colleges,  Depart- 
ments of  Agriculture,  the  New  England  Crop  Reporting  service,  and  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  meeting  at  the  call  of  the  New  England  Re- 
search Council  on  Marketing  and  Food  Supply,     All  of  the  New  England  States 
were  well  represented  at  this  meeting  and  over  15,000  copies  of  the  New 
England  report  are  to  be  distributed  in  addition  to  the  distribution  given 
to  the  Federal  report t    Outlook  meetings  have  been  planned  in  a  number  of 
the  States  where  the  outlook  for  New  England  products  will  be  presented  to 
farmers.     The  report  indicates  that  the  1928  outlook,  especially  for  the  dairy 
industry,  is  fairly  favorable  for  New  England  farmers.

PROCEDURE  TO  PREVENT  F  IRE 
AND  JM  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

THe  Committee  on  Control  of  Explosion  and  Fire  Hazards,  which  was 
appointed  by  the  Director  of  Scientific  Work  to  make • an  investigation  of 
possible  explosion  and  fire  hazards  in  the  Department  laboratories,  rec- 
ommended in  their  report  to  the  Director  of  November  1,  1927,  the  advisa- 
bility of  fire  brigades  in  all  buildings.     The  Committee  further  recom-  . 
mended  the  issuance  of  instructions  to  employees  on  methods  for  sending 
in  an  alarm  of  fire  and  for  vacating  the  building  at  the  sound  of  an 
alarm.    Accordingly,  the  Business  Manager  has  appointed  a  fire  brigade 
for  each  building  occupied  by  this  Bureau  (temporary  war  buildings  ex- 
cepted), which  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  Fire  Marshal, 
D.  N»  Hevener*    Members  of  the  fire  brigades  have  been  formally  noti- 
fied of  their  selection,  as  well  as  of  their  duties*    The  Business  Manager 
feels  that  each  employee  can  be  of  assistance  in  the  prevention  of  fire 
and  in  case  of  fire,  vacate  the  building  quickly  and  in  an  orderly  manner 
by  strict  observance  of  the  following  regulations: 

1.  Employees  will  be  constantly  on  the  look-out  for  any  conditions 
which  might  be  the  cause  of  a  fire,  and  report  them  immediately  upon  dis- 
covery to  the  Bureau  Fire  Marshal  with  a  view  to  having  them  corrected, 

'2,  Employees  will  see  that  all  doors,  openings^  and  fire  exits  are 
unobstructed,  ana  . that  all  passageways  and  halls  are  kept  clear, 

3,  When  an  employee  discovers  a  fire  in  the  building,  he  will  im- 
mediately send  in  an  alarm  from  the  nearest  auxiliary  box  and  then  notify 
the  Bureau  Fire  Marshal  on  Branch  201  or  378 * 

4,  At  the  alarm  of  fire  they  will  close  all  windows,  transoms,  and 
doors,  and  shut  off  all  electrical  apparatus*  except  lights, 

5,  Those  employees  not  selected  as  members  of  the  fire  brigade  will 
leave  the  building  promptly  and  quietly, 

6*'  In  View  of  the  danger  of  elevators  becoming  stalled  between 
floors,  should  the  power  be  cut  off  or  operating  machinery  become  disabled 
by  the  fire,  employees  are  cautioned  not  to  depend  on  the  elevators,  but 
to  use  the  stairway  or  fire  escapes. 

7.  Employees  should  use  the  nearest  fire  exit,  if  it  is  not  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  fire.     The  formation  for  those  leaving  by  the 
stairway  will  be  in  a  column  of  twos,  and  for  those  using  the  fire  escapes 
in  single  file,

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NEW  USE  OF  COTTON 

■    PROVES  PRACTICAL. 

Recent  test  shipments  of  cotton,  "bales  to  Germany  and  return 
to  the  United  States,  made/  by  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  have 
demonstrated  the  desirability  from  a  physical' standpoint  of  cotton  bag- 
ging as  a  cover  for  the  American  cotton  bale*    These  shipments  are  a 
part  of  the  program  of  research  work  which  the  Bureau  is  conducting  on 
new  uses  for  cotton.  .  f. 

Four  weights  of  cotton  bagging  designed  by  our  research  workers 
and  woven  in  the  cooperative  testing  laboratories  at  Clemson  College , 
S.C.,  and  North  Carolina  State  College  were  used  in  the  tests.  William 
I.  Holt,  who  examined  the  shipments  at  Hamburg,  reported  that  the  bales 
covered  with  cotton  bagging  were  neat  and  in  excellent  condition  general- 
ly.     The  shipping  tests 'and  the  breaking  strength  tests  which  were  also 
made  indicate  that  from  the  point  of  durability,  protection  of  cotton,  and

After  the  return  of  the  cotton-covered  bales  which  were  shipped 
to  Germany,  more  than  400  pounds  of  the  cotton  bagging  was  stripped  from 
the  bales  and  garnetted,  to  determine  the  approximate  reuse  value  of  such 
bagging*    The  value  assigned  to  this  garnetted  cotton  bagging  waste  by 
a  large  waste  concern  on  January  25,  1928,  was  10  to  12  cents  per  pound. 
_^        Fiber  salvaged  from  used  cotton  bagging  may  be  reused,  it  has  been  found, 
^        either  alone  or  when  mixed  with  other  low-grade  cottons,  in  the  manufacture 
of  cotton  bagging,  osnaburg  or  other  coarse  fabrics  or  articles  usually 
made  of  low-grade  cotton  and  waste.    The  loss  in  garnetting  was  estimated 
to  be  less  than  2  per  cent, 

'  u  It  appears  "from  these  experiments  that  the  use  of  cotton  bagging 
for  'cotton  depends  upon  the  manufacture  of  a  light-weight  cotton  bagging 
which  can  be  sold  in  competition  with  other  materials, and  upon  the  sale 
of  cotton  on  the  basis  of  its  net  weight  in  the  markets  of  the  world,  in- 
cluding local  markets,  to  obviate  the  losses  which  would  result  from  the 
:  use  of  a  light  weight  bagging  when  settlements  are  made  on  the  basis  of 
gross  weights.

Stevens,  Boston,  Mass.;  A.  J.  Surratt,  Springfield,   111.;  H.  M.  Taylor, 
Richmond,  Va. ;  and  Mv . R.  Wells,  Phoenix,  Ariz. 

Nat  C.  Murray,  who  for  years  served  as  Chief  Statistician  of 
the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  and  for  a  brief  period  as  Chief  of  that 
Bureau,  is  sitting  with  the  group  for  part  of  the  work.    Mr,  Murray 
is  now  connected  with  Clement-Curtis  &  Company  of  Chicago,  Another 
non-member  of  the  division  attending  the  classes  is  H.  J.  Beyleveld 
of  South  Africa.    Mr.  Beyleveld,  who  is  a  graduate  student  of  Cornell 
University,  is  doing  work  in  the  Bureau  in  preparation  of  his  doctor's 
thesis. 

Charles  F.  Sarle  has  charge  of  the  classes.     Other  members  of  the 
division  are  assisting  him  and  leaders  from  other  divisions  are  lecturing 
on  the  activities  of  their  units*    Statistical  problems  are  being  worked 
out,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  theory  of  sampling,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  important  statistical  methods  used  in  the  division.  The 
study  of  relationships  which  is  being  made  includes  multiple  and  curvi- 
linear correlation.     There  is  so  much  ground  to  cover  in  the  four  weeks f 
period,  that  classes  begin  promptly  at  8.30  a.m.  and  continue  until  the 
close  of  office  hours. 

This  is  the  second  time  Crop  Estimates  has  called  in  a  large 
group  of  its  field  statisticians  to  receive  instruction  in  statistical 
methods.    The  classes  held  last  yea<r  were  so  successful  that  it  was 
decided  to  have  additional  State  men  in  this  year  for  similar  instruction. 

DAIRY  DIVISION  INSPECTS 

PRODUCTS  FOR  FEDERAL  AGENCIES. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products  has  added  several  Federal  agencies,  both  in  and  out  of  washing- 
ton,  to  the  list  of  those  for  whom  it  is  inspecting  butter,  eggs,  and 
poultry,    February  1  the  inspection  of  eggs , began  at  Boston  for  the  Navy 
and  for  the  Veterans  Bureau  at  Roxbury,  Mass.    Since  the  first  of  this 
month  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  inspection  of  eggs,  poultry, 
and  butter  for  Freedmanrs  Hospital  of  this  city,  thereby  increasing  the 
service  rendered  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  inspections  for  butter 
and  eggs  having  been  carried  on  for  some  time  for  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital, 
Recently  the  Marine  Corps  asked  for  the  service  on  eggs  and  dressed 
poultry.     It  is  expected  that  inspections  will  begin  about  March  1.

NEW  HAY  INSPECTION 

REGULATIONS  ISSUED* 

New  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  inspection  of  hay  and 
straw,  have  been  issued  by  the  Secretary,  effective  February  1,  Most 
of  the  changes  from  former  regulations  are  minor.    They  were  made  to  clear 
up  questions  which  have  been  raised  from  time  to  time  and  are  the  result 
of  two  years r  experience  with  the  old  regulations.    A  slight  change  has 
been  made  in  the  paragraph  governing  the  distribution  of  copies  of  cer- 
tificates and  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made  in  those  sections 
bearing  on  the  inspection  of  double  compressed  hay.    The  inspection 
of  double  compressed  hay  has  only  recently  been  begun  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  the  work  already  done  has  shown  the  necessity  for  some  change 
in  the  former  regulations  on  this  subject,

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TRADE  FIELD  LETTER  DISCUSSES 

COOPERATIVE  COTTON  FROG-RAM. 

The  American  Cotton  Growers  Exchange  of  Memphis,  Tenn. ,  in 
its  confidential  bulletin  of  February  1  to  field  members,  calls 
attention  to  the  activity  under  the  program  in  which  the., Exchange,  this 
Department,  and  other  agencies  are  cooperating  to  find  new  uses  for 
cotton  and  to  extend  the  present  uses  of  cotton*     The  item  states: 

"Numerous  new  fields  for  exploitation  have  "been  dis- 
covered by  the  Cotton  Textile  Institute  (New  York).  The 
Department  of  Commerce  has  done  good  work  on  the  merchandising 
side.     The  Department  of  Agriculture,  however,  is  closest  to 
the  growers.    The  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  through  the 
work  of  Mr,        Youngblood,  is  especially  interested  in  cotton 
bagging  and  is  now  making  a  report  on  an  experimental  ship- 
ment of  cotton  in  cotton  bagging  to  Germany  and  return, 
Mr.  Youngblood  has  also  made  a  survey  of  farm  uses  of  cotton 
and  cotton  goods  outside  the  household.     The  Bureau  of  Home 
Economics,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Louise  Stanley,  has 
made  extensive  studies  of  clothing  and  household  uses  of 
cotton  and  cotton  goods.    The  3ureau  of  Agricultural  Econom- 
ics is  cooperating  with  your  cooperative  associations  in 
this  great  field  of  the  creation  of  new  uses  and  the  extension 
of  present  uses  of  cotton.11

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USE  OF  STAMP  PADS  AND 

TYPEWRITER  RIBBONS. 

The  following  memorandum  from  H.  A.  Nelson,  in  charge  of  the 
Central  Stores  Section  of  the  Department,  addressed  to  the  Business 
Manager,  will  help  employes  to  adjust  their  difficulties  with  stamp 
pads  and  typewriter  ribbons : 

nI  find  that  your  Vise  Section  is  using  the  Royal  Velvet 
type  of  stamp  pads  which  are  generally  recognized  as  the  out- 
standing commercial  product,     I  am  convinced  that  the  difficul- 
ties experienced  are  not  the  result  of  poor  quality  pads  but 
rather  to  the  extremely  low  point  of  relative  humidity  in  the 
offices  at  this  period  of  the  year.     Because  of  its  construction, 
the  Royal  Velvet  pad  offers  a  considerably  greater  area  and  the 
evaporation  takes  place  at  a  rather  rapid  rate*     If  the  pads 
have  been  thoroughly  impregnated  with  stamp  pad  ink  it  is  not 
mecessary  to  re-ink'  but  the  application  of  a  few  drops  of  water 
will  restore  them  to  normal  usefulness.    The  use  of  water  can- 
not, of  course,  be  continued  indefinitely  as  the  quality  of 
coloring  pigment  will  finally  be  exhausted,  but  this  method 
provides  for  the  replacement  of  the  moisture  evaporated  as  the 
result  of  the  exceedingly  dry  atmosphere  in  the  offices* 

"Operators  having  difficulties  with  the  lightly  inked  type- 
writer ribbons  should  request  medium  inked  ribbons*  For 
Elite  type  machines  it  is  difficult  to  prepare  a  ribbon  that 
will  operate  satisfactorily  under  all  conditions  and  for  this 
reason  we  carry  in  stock  both  light  and  medium  inkings.  The 
ribbons  furnished  by  the  present  contractor  are  of  reason- 
able quality,  and  if  ribbons  of  the  proper  inking  are  utilized, 
I  do  not  believe  that  any  serious  difficulties  will  be  experienced,

Mr.  Olsen  and  W.  F.  Callander  will  meet  with  the  Commissioners 
of  Agriculture  of  New  England  in  Boston,  February  27,  to  discuss  the 
crop  reporting  and  research  work  of  the  Bureau  in  that  region. 

F.  J.  Hughes  will  spend  Thursday  and  Friday  of  this  week  in 
New  York  City  taking  up  personnel  and  "business  matters  with  members 
of  our  offices  in  that  city. 

B ,  Youngblood,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  discussed  the  pro-

INCREASING-  FAITH  III  OUR  70RK. 

The  "broad  scope  of  the  work  and  the  practical  value  of  the  service 
of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  is. now  highly  appreciated 
by  members  of  the  Pacific  Coast  dairy  and  poultry  trade,  L.  M.  Davis  is 
convinced  after  a  month's  travel  in  the  field.      Mr.  Davis  attended  a  meet- 
ing in  Seattle  of  the  Pacific  States  Butter,  Cheese,  Egg  and  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation, February  6-8,-  also  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Washington  Creamery 
Operators'  Association,  which  was  held  jointly  with  the  other  meeting*  The 
first  mentioned  association  is  made  up  of  wholesalers,  distributors,  cream- 
eries and  the  egg  cooperative  associations,  and  covers  all  of  the  States 
west  of  the  Rockies.    The  other  organization  is  limited  to  Washington  State 
creamerymen*     On  February  10,  he  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Oregon 
Creamery  Operators  and  Managers  1  Association  in  Portland.     At  all  these 
gatherings  there  were  informal,  open  discussions.    The  attitude  toward  the 
Bureau  of  the  interests  present  and  of  those  representatives  of  the  trade 
whom  Mr.  Davis  met  at  other  points  on  his  trip  was  highly  gratifying. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  dairy  interests  in  the 
matter  of  quality  improvement  and  standardization,  and  while  the  egg 
people  were  not  able  to  get  together  at  the  Seattle  meeting  on  the  matter 
of  uniform  grades  for  all  Pacific  Coast  markets  as  it  had  been  hoped  they 
would,  there  was  a  decided  tendency  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  such 
grades.  '  It  will  apparently  require  only  a  little  more  time  until  the  ad- 
vantages of  such  a  move  will  be  more  generally  recognized.     In  Portland 
the  Exchange  is  already  handling  eggs  according  to  United  States  grades, 
and  at  San  Francisco  they  have  been  in  use  for  several  years. 

Keen  interest  was  shown  at  all  the  meetings  in  the  statistical 
work  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  products,  especially  that  relat- 
ing to  production  of  dairy  and  poultry  products,  and  Mr.  Davis  expects  - 
that  a  request  will  be  made  for  more .frequent  and  current  reports  of  this 
character.     The  meetings  afforded  him  an  opportunity  to  indicate  that  the 
Bureau  desired  to  render  every  service  possible,  and  to  point  out  the 
care  taken  and  responsibility  felt  in  the  compilation  of  the  dairy  and 
poultry  reports,  as  well  as  to  call  attention  to  the  practical  difficul- 
ties which  are  encountered  in  that  work. 

Mr,  Davis  is  optimistic  as  to  the  opportunities  for  further  effec- 
tive service  resulting  from  the  changed  attitude  of  the  dairy  and  poultry 
interests.     While  a  few  years  ago  there  was  some  opposition  to  the  work 
of  the  Division  of  Dairyand  poultry  Products,  today  the  trade  has  not 
only  a  fine  s-oirit  of  cooperation,,  but  is  asking  even  that  the  work  be 
enlarged  in  scope,  to  include  some  activities  of  a  more  or  less  regula- 
tory nature. 
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SEED  MARKETING  IMPROVES 

UNDER  VERIFICATION  SERVICE; 

Practically  all  of  the  seed  dealers  who  are  enrolled  in  the 
seed  verification  service  have  modified  or  supplemented  their  records, 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  service,  G-.  C.  Edler  of  the  Hay, 
Peed  and  Seed  Division,  reported  upon  his  return  last  Thursday  from  a 
ten  weeks'  trip  that  took  him  to  the  pacific  Coast,     The  sixty-one 
dealers  receiving  this  service  are  located  in  24  States  and  handle  ap- 
proximately 90  per  cent  of  the  alfalfa  and  clover  seed  that  enters  into 
commercial  channels*    Mr.  Edler  examined  their  records  and  explained 
the  operation  of  the  service  to  them. 

He  also  discussed  regulations  and  supervision  with  the 
Bureau1 s  seed  inspectors,  who  accompanied  him  to  a  number  of  points  6o-  as  tc 
familiarize  themselves  with  inspection  procedure  and  "better  fit  them- 
selves to  cope  with  the  problems  that  are  likely  to  arise, 

Mr,  Edler  explained  the  service  to  a  group  of  Nebraska  seedsmen  and 
college  and  extension  men  at  a  meeting  called  by  the  University  Exten- 
sion Department  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  January  13,  and  discussed  it  in- 
formally with  a  few  men  in  California,   Idaho  ,  Kansas,  Oregon  and 
Wisconsin  who  are  closely  identified  with  or  greatly  interested  in  seed 
inspection  work  and  with  whom  correspondence  had  passed  regarding  the 
service,  ... 

An  examination  of  the  records  of  railroads  and  country  shippers 
situated  in  important  seed  producing  sections  to  check  on  the  movement  of 
seeds  from  these  sections  revealed  that  the  inauguration  of  this  service 
had  tended  to  discourage  country  shippers  in  some  States  from  bringing 
in  seed  from  other  States  for  reshipment  as  locally-grown  seed. 

From  Mr.  Edler ls  observations  it  is  apparent  that  the  origin  of 
much  of  the  alfalfa  seed  sold  in  the  past  has  been  misrepresented  or  with- 
held from  the  buyer,  probably  to  the  detriment  of  American  agriculture. 
Already,  however,  some  improvement  in  this  situation  has  been  noted, 
which  is  rather  remarkable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  service  has 
been  in  operation  less  than  four  months. 

In  general,  the  service  is  making  good  progress  but  it  is  evi- 
dent that  considerable  publicity  will  have  to  be  given  to  it  before  the 
verif ied-origin  dealers  will  be  fully  reimbursed  for  the  extra  trouble 
and  expense  incidental  to  the  service  and  before  they  are  willing  to 
push  the  sale  of  verif ied-origin  seed, 

REDUCED  RATES  TO  LARGE  USERS 

0?  E.  &  V.   INSPECTIONS ,   -'  - 

Recent  amendments  to  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  inspection 
and  certification  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  other  products  carry  a 
provision  for  reductions  in  fees  to  large  users  of  the  service.  Appli- 
cants who  have  paid  for  500  or  more  carload  inspections  in  a  year  in  any 
one  market  will  receive  a  refund  from  the  Department  at  the  rate  of  $1,50 
per  carload  for  the  first  500  cars.    Additional  inspections  during  the 
year  will  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  $2,50  per  carload. 
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LIVESTOCK  MARKET  REPORTS  ; 

GO  TO  ONE  THOUSAND  BANKS .  : 

Livestock,  Meats  and  w"ool  Division  logs  indicate  that  approximately 
1,000  banks  and  other  financial  institutions  located  in  all  sections  of 
the  United  States  are  on  the  Divisions  mailing  lists,  at  their  own  request, 
to  receive  market  reports  released  by  the  division.     These  are  in  addition 
to  a  very  large  but  indeterminable  number,  of  such  institutions  receiving 
the  information  as  supplied  by  the  division  through  financial  publications, 
the  press,  radio  stations,  and  by  wire, 

Over  two-thirds  of  these  banks  are  being  supplied  at  their  request 
with  weekly  reviews  designed  especially  to  meet  their  requirements  for 
concise  and  dependable  livestock  market  information  that  will  keep  them 
and  their  clientele  in  touch,  not  only  with  day  to  day  developments,  but 
provide  authoritative  and  timely  analyses  of  the  general  market  situation. 
These  reports,  termed  "Bankers  Special,!1  are  released  each  Thursday  by  the 
Chicago,  East  St.  Louis  and  St,  Joseph  offices  of  the  division.      In  most 
instances  the  reports  are  posted  on  bulletin  boards  or  conspicuous  places 
?/here  they  are  consulted  regularly  by  large  numbers  of  stockmen  and  other 
patrons  of  the  banks,  the  funds  of  many  of  which  institutions  are  used 
largely  in  financing  livestock  producers  and  feeders. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Washington  office  concerning  this  phase  of  the  ser- 
vice,  A.  B.  Smeby,   in  charge  of  the  division's  South  St,  Paul  office,  says: 
'  "All  contacts  we  have  had  with  financial  institutions  in  con- 
nection with  our  service  leads  us  to  believe  that  they  not  only 
appreciate  our  reports  and  know  how  to  make  the  best  use  of  them 
but  that  the  banks,  by  reason  of  their  close  relation  to  thous- 
ands of  livestock  producers  and  feeders,  provide  an  excellent 
medium  through  which  we  may  serve  the  individual.     We  find  the 
names  of  approximately  100  banks  on  our  South  St,  Paul  mailing 
list  and  in  addition  we  are  supplying  weekly  the  COMMERCIAL  WEST 
of  Minneapolis,  primarily  a  bankers r  magazine,  with  detailed 
summaries  of  market  conditions  at  South  St.  Paul  and  Chicago, 
That  publication  is  displaying  our  reviews  under  three  column 
top  heads  and  its  management  assures  us  of  their  appreciation 
of  the  service.     We  are  also  supplying  considerable  market  infor- 
mation to  the  Northwestern  National  Bank  of  Minneapolis  which 
advises  that  15,500  copies  of  the  reviews  are  distributed  monthly 
by  the  bank.    We  shall  continue  to  watch  for  opportunities  to 
enlarge  the  scope  of  our  service  along  this  line."

In  making  the  annual  survey  of  radio  broadcasting  stations  to  find 
out  the  extent  of  the  growth  of  the  market  news  service  by  radio  during 
the  past  year,  J.  C»  Gilbert,  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information, 
received  a  latter  from  J.  Austen  Hunter,  cooperative  employee  of  this 
Bureau  and  the  Texas  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  charge  of  the  Market 
News  Bureau  at  San  Antonio,  from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 

"There  is  -no  question  in  the  world  but  that  radio  has 
settled  down  to  a  positive  necessity  in  market  news.     It  would 
amuse  you  to  go  into  the  smaller  South  Texas  towns  during  the 
hours  of  our  market  handling.    At  2.30  in  the  afternoon  every- 
thing in  Crystal  City,  for  instance,  is  deserted,  except  the 
lobby  of  the  hotel  and  occasional  other  public  places  equipped 
with  radio  sets.      One  man  prides  himself  that  his  office  has 
a  complete  record  of  the  radio  reports  since  their  start, 
while  another  frankly  told  his  office  assistant  that  if  he  ever 
failed  to  be  on  hand  to  receive  the  market  report,  he  could 
hunt  a  job  without  waiting  to  be  fired,     7*e  are  rather  fortunate 
here  in  having  WOAI  at  our  disposal.     They  really  have  the 
po'-er  to  put  the  stuff  across  in  any  kind  of-  weather  and  it 
is  this  dependability  that  has  built  the  service  up  to  a 
regular  "ticker*  basis,"

Owing  to  the  mounting  cost  of  cotton  twine,  J.  F«  pevare,  Section 
of  Property  and  Supplies,  has  recently  substituted  3"  paper  tape  for 
wrapping  all  parcel  post  packages.  ■  As  the  packing  room  averages  about 
75  packages  a  day,   it  is  estimated  that  the  yearly  saving  will  amount 
to  $125  or  more.      It  has  been  found  that  the  packages  carried  in  the 


mail  fully  as  well  as  those  bound  with  twine 


As  the  branch  offices  of 
the  Bureau  use  large  quantities  of  twine  in  the  course  of  a  year,  it  is 
possible  that  additional  economies  may  be  effected  by  the  use  of  paper 
tape  in  the  field  as  a  substitute  for  twine.

The  bill  as  it  passed  the  House  carried  a  total  for  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  of  $5,548,280,  an  increase  of  $449,529  over  the 
current  year.

The  increace  of  §118,220  under  Marketing  and  Distributing  Farm 
Products  includes  $68,220  for  developing  and  extending  the  agricultural 
outlook  work;  $10,000  for  transportation  studies;  $10,000  for  research  work 
on  the  factors  affecting  prices  of  farm  products;  $5,000  for  research  work 
on  livestock,  meats  and  wool;  $5,000  for  studies  on  eggs  and  dressed  poul- 
try; $5,000  for  formulating  standards  for  alfalfa  meal;  $10,000  for  cotton 
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ginning  studies  and  $5,000  for  State  cooperation  in  marketing  work. 

Under  the  Market  News  Service  $15,000  is  for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing a  livestock  office  at  Sioux  City,   Iowa,  and  $7,000  for  the 
extension  of  the  leased  wire  to  Montgomery,  jALabama,  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  of  Alabama. 

An  amendment  "/as  made  to  the  Appropriation  Bill  which  forbids  the 
issuance  of  any  prediction  or  forecast  with  respect  to  future  prices  of 
cotton  or  the  trend  of  the  same. 

STATES  REPORT  GREAT  PROGRESS 
IN  OUTLOOK  WORK. 

The  agricultural  outlook  campaign  is  proceeding  with  enthusiastic 
support  in  many  States,  according  to  reports  received  from  economists  and 
extension  workers.     Special  State  and  regional  reports  are  being  distribu- 
ted covering  35  States,  not  including  a  few  that  have  not  yet  been  heard 
from.     The  distribution  of  the  Federal  report  has  been  more  extensive 
than  in  any  previous  year,  and  requests  for  charts  and  other  supplementary 
material  show  that  the  outlook  is  being  made  a  part  of  the  program  of  ex- 
tension meetings  to  an  extent  considerably  in  advance  of  other  years. 

Bureau  representatives  assisted  in  the  work  of  several  States  and 
report  as  follows: 

Thew  D.  Johnson  spent  three  weeks  in  February  assisting  the  North 
Dakota  Extension  Service  in  a  series  of  nine  economic  conferences  held 
by  farmers  in  all  sections  of  the  State.    Each  of  these  conferences  lasted 
two  days  and  were  attended  by  200  or  300  farmers.     These  farmers  studied 
the  outlook  in  the  light  of  the  conditions  in  the  locality,  and  themselves 
drew  up  recommendations  as  to  desirable  charges  in  the  acreage  of  differ- 
ent crops,  in  the  production  of  different  kinds  of  livestock,  and  in  the 
systems  of  farming  for  the  locality  which  give  promise  of  the  best  returns. 

Mordecai  Ezekiel  visited  Georgia,  South  Carolina  and  Missouri  last 
month,  attending  17  different  meetings,  with  a.  total  attendance  of  approxi- 
mately 2,500.     These  meetings  brought  together  farmers,  State  and  county 
agricultural  workers,  bankers,  business  men,  and  the  faculty  and  student 
body  of  the  State  Colleges  of  Agriculture,  before  whom  Mr.  Ezekiel  gave 
short  talks,  and  showed  the  outlook  charts  of  the. Bureau  and  the  motion 
picture,   "What^  Ahead."    The  meetings  in  Missouri  were  all-day  conferences, 
conducted  by  State  extension  workers  with  the  aid  of  Bureau  men.  As 
typical  of  the  attendance  in  this  State,  Mr.  Ezekiel  lists  the  following 
at  the  Warsaw  meeting:     Three  bankers,  5  business  men,  15  directors  or 
other  officers  of  livestock  shipping  associations,  4  directors  of  local 
national  farm  loan  associations,  6  directors  of  farmers'  mutual  fire  in- 
surance comoanies,  12  directors' of  farmers'  elevators  and  exchanges,  3 
professional  men,  and  7  vocational  agricultural  students.     These  are  all  en- 
gaged in  farming  with  the  exception  of  the  business  men  and  a  small  number 
of  the  bankers. 

Mr,  Ezekiel  reports  that  E.  A.  Logan,  State  Statistician  for 
Missouri,  who  took  part  in  the  i/iissouri  meetings,  found  the  personal  con- 
tacts there  with  local  postmasters  and  crop  reporters  of  considerable 
value  in  promoting  cooperation  with  the  crop  reporting  work,  as  well  as 
in  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  stress  the  importance  of  an  adequate 
statistical  service. 

J.  3.  Hutson  visited  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Mississippi  and  Florida 
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in  February  in  connection  with  the  outlook  work.     In  each  of  these  States 
he  discussed  with  the  extension  administrators  and  research  and  extension 
specialists  the  place  of  the  outlook  in  the  extension  program  and  methods 
of  disseminating  "outlook  information,  and  assisted  in  the  preparation  of 
a  State  outlook  report  and  short  outlook  articles  for  the  use  of  County 
Agents.     These  discussions  were  informal  and  open  and  State  workers 
showed  much  interest  in  formulating  plan's  that  would  result  in  the  more 
effective  utilization  of  the  outlook  information  now  being  made  available 
and  in  planning  work  that  would  result  in  additional  information.  At 
Auburn,  Alabama,  he  gave  a  radio  talk  on  the  national  agricultural  out- 
look in  terms  of  Alabama  conditions.    At  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  he  talked 
at  a  farmers'  meeting  on  the  outlook  for  Tenessee  farm  products. 

RESEARCH  AND  CROP  REPORTING  WORK 
MERGED  Dj  gEW  ENGLAND, 

The  work  of  the  Research  Council  and  that  cf  the  Crop  Reporting 
Service  in  New  England  was  merged  on  March  1,    Frederick  V.  Waugh 
assumed  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  the  Council  on  that  date,  succeeding 
H.  I.  Richards,  who  resigned  February  29.     Mr.  Waugh  will  also  have 
general  charge  of  the  crop  reporting  work  of  the  Bureau  in  Hew  England. 
The  office  of  the  Research  Council  has  been  moved  to  261  Franklin  Street, 
Boston,  and  :joined  with  the  office  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates.     Chester  D.  Stevens  will  continue  to  have  direct  charge  of 
the  crop  estimating  work  under  Mr.  Waugh. 

The  merging  of  the  two  activities  has  been  under  consideration 
for  nearly  a  year,  and  their  coordination  on  March  1  was  one  result  of  a 
conference  in  Boston,  February  27,  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  and 
representatives  of  Agricultural  Colleges  of  the  Hew  England  States  with 
Mr.  01 sen  and  W.  F.  Callander.     The  State  agencies  represented  at  the 
meeting  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  merger. 

It  is  felt  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Bureau1 s  work  in  New  England 
will  be  greatly  increased  by  this  ne^  arrangement,  and  that  it  will  now  be 
possible  to  undertake  lines  of  research  that  otherwise  would  not  have  been 
practicable.     On  the  other  hand,   it  is  believed  that  the  effectiveness  of 
the  New  England  crop  reporting  service  will  be  greatly  enhanced  through 
this  arrangement. 

Mr.  Waugh  ccmes  to  the  Bureau  well  qualified  for  the  Boston  assign- 
ment.    He  has  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Agriculture  from  the  Massachusetts 
Agricultural  College;  M.S.  in  Agricultural  Economics  from  Rutgers  Univer- 
sity, and  he  has  taken  considerable  work  at  Columbia  University  toward 
the  degree  of  Ph.  D.    He  was  employed  as  a  specialist  in  marketing 
research  by  the  Hew  Jersey  Department •  of  agriculture  for  three  years;  as 
extension  economist  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  College  for  one  year, 
and  as  director  of  the  Division  of  Markets  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  the  past  year  and  a  half.    Mr.  Waugh  will  spend 
about  a  month  in  Washington  familiarizing  himself  with. the  research*  and  cro 
estimating  work,  before  reporting  to  the  Boston  office.  • 
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NEW  COLOR  MACHINE 

HAY  LABORATORY. 

A  new  machine  for  measuring  the  color  of  hay  is  now  in  operation 
in  the  Hay  Laboratory  at  Linworth  .and  C  Streets,  S.v;.     This  machine 
operates  on  the  same  orinciple  as  the  one  devised  something  over  two 
and  one-half  years  ago,  by  the  Kay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  hut  has  "been 
greatly  improved  mechanically  by  J.  F.  Barghausen,  senior  agricultural 
technologist  of  this  Bureau.  '  • 

The  most  important  improvement  on  tnis  machine  is  a  device  de- 
signed "by  Mr.  Barghausen  for  spinning  the  color  disks  separately  from 
the  hay.    By  the  use  of  this  device,  either  the.  disks  or  hay  may  "be  spun 
separately,  thus  permitting  separate  adjustments  of  either  one.  This 
also  permits  the  disks  to  run  at  a  higher  rate  of  speed  than  the  hay,  thus 
obtaining  a  better  blend  of  the  colors  of  the  disks  than  could  be  had  when 
they  were  operated  at  the  same  speed  as  the  hay. 

Mr.  Barghausen  also  has  devised  a  new  form  of  container  for  hold- 
ing the  hay,  which  keeps  the  machine  more  nearly  balanced,  and  ball  or 
roller  bearings  have  been  used  at  many  points,  thus  making  the  machine 
rui  more  easily. 

Other . improvements  include- a.  new  style  of  framework  which  greatly 
strengthens  the  machine,  enclosing  most  of  the  moving  pe.rts  of  the 
machine  in  heavy  wire  netting  to  prevent  possible  injury  to  the  operator, 
and  the  installation  of  an  automatic  speed  regulator  which  speeds  up  the 
machine  steadily  when  started,  without  the  jerk  and  resultant  strain 
which  was  found  on  the  old  machine.

W.  C.  Davis 
spent  the  morning  and  early  forenoon  grading  85  carcasses  for  a  packer 
located  at  Bennings,  D.  C. ,  59  of  which  carcasses  graded  as  "Good."

A  recent  issue  of  THE  MOKKFING  POST,  Camden,  N.  J,,  carries  a 
letter  addressed  the  editor  by  Ernest  Monroe,  a  farmer  of  Woodbury,  IT,  J., 
from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 

"One  of  the  most  valuable  articles  I  have  read  appeared  on 
your  farm  page  last  Thursday.     While  not  intended  necessarily  to 
deal  with  the  problem  of  national  farm  relief,  I  believe  it  of- 
fered a  great  solution  to  many  rural  distresses. 

"In  that  article,  Dr.  Galpin  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture said  there  were  too  many  dingy  country  stores,  stunted  by 
cut-throat  competition  among  themselves.    That  was  true.  Pie 
showed  how  more  modern  stores  with  better  stocks  were  getting 
the  farmer's  dollars  in  the  city. 

"I  am  not  a  storekeeper;  I  am  a  farmer.    Yet  if  the  farmer  kept 
more  of  his  business  in  his  local  community,  bought  there  when  he 
could,  patronized  local  services  when  he  needed  them,  in  preference 
to  those  far  away  -  then  I  believe  the  increased  business  in  the 
community  would  bring  about  better  country  village  stores  and  the 
better  business  would  pay  more  taxes  toward  local  improvements 
and  the  farmer  would  indirectly  be  helping  to  relieve  himself."

The  Crop  Estimates  statistical  conference  has  been  in  session  ap- 
proximately three  weeks,  affording  an  excellent  illustration  of  how  in- 
tensive study  affects  character.

PRESCRIBED  MAILING  SLIPS 

SHOULD  ACCOMPANY  VOUCHEES. 

The  regulations  of  the  Department  require  that  when  a  claim  pre- 
pared on  standard  form  To.  10.34  (Public  Voucher  for  Purchases  and  Services 
other  than  Personal)  is  forwarded  to  the  Disbursing  Clerk  for  payment,  it 
be  accompanied  by  a  prescribed  slip  completely  filled  out  in  the  bureau 
to  which  the  claim  Pertains.     The  slip  is  expected  to  serve  two  purposes: 
(1)  It  is  used  in  a  window  envelope  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  as  the  address 
to  which  check  is  mailed;   (2)  it  also  should  furnish  the  payee  with  infor- 
mation which  will  enable  him  to  identify  the  account  and  transaction  to  be 
credited  with  the  payment. 

Prom  the  number  of  checks  returned  on  account  of  inadequate  address-, 
es  and  of  inquiries  received  from  payees  regarding  items  covered,  by  pay-  ■' 
ments,   it  is  evident  that  complete  information  is  not  always  given  on. the 
slips.     To  enable  the  Post  Office  Department  to  deliver  checks  without  ' 
difficulty,  there  should  be  given  as  the  address,  the  name  of  payee,  street 
number  and  room  number  (if  any),  city,  and  State.     This  applies  also  to 
addresses  on  payrolls  and  reimbursement  vouchers-.     Compliance  with  these 
instructions  will  obviate  delays  and  losses  of  checks.     The  address  on  the 
slip  should  be  kept  within  the  space  provided  therefor,  so  that  no  part  of 
the  address  will  be  hidden  by  envelope,.    In.  the  information  for  payees  it 
is  suggested  that  in  the  case  of  telephone  accounts,  the  telephone  number 
and  period  covered  be  given;  that  in  the  case  of  the  procurement  from  post 
offices  of  suoplies  and  services  for  automobiles,  the  same  information  be 
given  on  the  slip  as  on  the  statement  senu  by  the  postmaster  to  the  First 
Assistant  Postmaster  General;  and  that  in  all  cases,  where  possible,  the 
dealer's  invoice  number  be  given  or  such  other  information  as  will  furnish 
him  with  proper  reference  to  the  account  concerned. 

USE  OP  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

The  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  has  notified  the  De- 
partment that  the  instructions  pertaining  to  the  use  of  Government  trans- 
portation requests  are  not  being  . observed,  with  consequent  embarassment  to 
representatives  of  the  railroads  in. attempting  to  enforce  them.     The  atten- 
tion of  employees  of  this  Bureau  who  perform  official  travel  is  called  to 
Bureau  Memorandum  of  June  9,  1925,  signed  by  Mr.  Kitchen,  which  sets  forth 
in  detail  the  procedure  to  be  followed  when  transportation  requests  are  • 
use'd.     Official  travelers  of  the  Bureau  are  expected  to  strictly  observe 
these  instructions.     Copies  of  the  memorandum  in  question  may  be  obtained 
from  head  clerks  of  .divisions  or  P.  H.  Quinn,  In  Charge  of  Accounts.  ■-

SURVEY  OF  DAIRY  POULTRY 

COEStEffTIOE  ON  F^S.  ' 

The  first  of  this  week  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products 
mailed  to  the  township  list  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates the  first  of  the  quarterly  schedules  for  the  year  1928,  requesting 
information  on  the  consumption  of  dairy  and  poultry  products  in  farm 
households.

COTTON  MARKETING-. 


A  Senate  Committee.,  consisting  of  Senator  E.  D.  Smith  (South 
Carolina)  Chairman,  and  Senators  Joseph  E.  Ransdell  (Louisiana),  J, 
Thomas  Heflin  (Alabama),  Arthur  Capper  (Kansas),  and  Lynn  J.  Frazier 
(North  Dakota)  began  hearings  last  Wednesday,  the  announced  purpose 
of  which  was  to  discover  if  there  .had  been  manipulation  in  the  cotton 
market  to  cause  the  price  slump  last  fall. 

The  Committee  granted  the  request  of  Congressmen  John  E.  Rankin 
(Mississippi)  and  Carl  Vinson  (Georgia)  to  sit  with  them. 

'  Arthur  W.  Palmer  appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  mornings  and  was  questioned  concerning  the  certification 
and  appeal  classing  of  cotton  on  the  New  York  market.     On  Friday  morn- 
ing Mr.  Tenny  appeared  before  the  Committee  together  with  the  Washing- 
ton Appeal  Board  of  Review  Examiners  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Market- 
ing, consisting  of  E.  G.  Parker,  H.  C.  Slade  and  George  Eutterworth. 
A  sample  of  cotton  was  presented  by  the  Committee  and  fifteen  samples 
were  classed  by  the  Board  in  the  Committee  room.     Mr-  Tenny  appeared 
before  the  Committee  again  on  Saturday.    The  inquiry  concerned  the 
question  of  the  extent  to  which  the  cotton  had  been  reclassed  and 
reexamined.

Mr.  Tenny  will  appear  before  the  Committee  again  later  to 
discuss  the  price  situation  reports  and  their  relation  to  the  cotton 
market  last  fall.

The  Department  exhibit  at  the  Washington  Industrial  Exposition 
which  is  being  held  at  the  Washington  Auditorium  this  week,  includes 
two  booths  covering  work 'of  this 'Bureau.

The  five  grades  of 
beef  carcasses  -  Prime,  Choice,  Good,  Medium,  and  Common  -  hang  from 
racks  with-  their  appropriate  labels  attached.     There  is  a  figure  of  a 
man  in  the  act  of  stamping  a  graded  carcass. 

The  second  booth  contains  a  three  panel  exhibit  -  showing  the  grand 
total  of  all  milk  produced  in  the  United  States  for  the  year  1926;  the 
amount  utilized  in  hotels  and  other  public  eating  houses;  that  used  in 
coffee  and  tea;  that  used  in  ice  cream,  and  also  the  percent  of  increase 
of  different  dairy  products  from  1917  to  1926.    •  --

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FELLOWSHIPS  AVAILABLE  IN  AGRICULTURAL 
ECONOMICS  AND  RURAL  SOCIOLOGY. 

The  Social  Science  Research  Council  of  New  Yorl^City,  has  recently 
named  C.  J.'  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural 
Life,  and  W.  J.  Spillman,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
as  members  of  the  committee  which  will  administer  research  fellowships  in 
agricultural  economics  and  rural  sociology  for  the  Council,-  .  The  sum  of 
$30,000  has  been  set  aside  for  these  fellowships  as  a  result  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Social  and  Economic  Research  of 
the  Council  and  will  be  available  yearly  for  five  years-    There  is  a  need 
in  the  two  fields  for  workers  with  more  advanced  training  and  the  fellow- 
ships are  to  be  granted  for  study  at  universities  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy.    The  plan  is  that  two-thirds  of  the  money  will  be 
devoted  to  awards  to  students  of  agricultural  economics  and  one-third  to 
students  of  rural  sociology. 

Other  members  of  the  committee  are  Dr.  E.  G.  Nourse,  Institute  of. 
Economics,  Chairman,  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Davis,  Leland  Stanford  University, 
Prof.  Frank  A.  Fetter,  Princeton  University,  and  Henry  A.  V^allace,  Wallace !s 
Farmer . 

In  urging  Messrs.  Galpin  and  Spillman  to  accept  their  nominations, 
Dr.  Wesley  C,  Mitchell,  Chairman  of  the  Council,  writes: 

"A  fellowship  plan  of  the  sort  that  the  Council  proposes 
is  definitely  limited  by  the  capacity' of  the  committee  entrusted 
with  the  administration  of  the  plan.    The  Council  has  used  great 
care  in  selecting  this  particular  committee,  and  we  do  not  want 
to  make  any  substitutions  if  this  can  possibly  be  avoided." 

BEAN  INSPECTIONS  INCREASED 

IN  COLORADO  AND  IDAHO. 

Federal  bean  inspection  on  the  basis  of  United  States  standards  have 
increased  this  fiscal  year  at  shipping  points  in  Idaho  and  Colorado.  Up 
to  March  1  the  number  of  inspections  made  in  these  States  was  two-and-one- 
half  times  the  total  number  made  during  the  entire  previous  fiscal  year 
when  the  service  was  inaugurated.     Still  more  encouraging  is  the  fact 
that  the  shippers'  and  growers 1 '  organizations  which  were  the  first  to  use 
the  inspection  service  in  -;hese  States  are  still  its  ■  strongest  supporters 
and  that  an  ever  increasing  number  of  the  shippers  are  protecting  their 
bean  shipments  by  a  Federal  certificate. 

Federal  inspection  of  beans  also  is  available  at  shipping  points 
in  the  States  of  Montana,  Wyoming  and  California  and  at  San  Antonio, 
Salt  Lake  City,  Atlanta,  New  York  City,  Washington,  D.  C. ,  and  points 
adjacent  to  these  cities. 

NEW  COOPERATIVE  PROJECTS 

WITH  STATES  ARE  UNDER  "AY. 

Cooperative  agreements  were  consummated  by  the  Bureau  during  the 
months  of  January  and  February  with  State  agencies,  as  follows: 

Iowa  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanical  Arts.  Under 
this  agreement  a  study  is  being  made  to  determine  the  relationship  be- 
tween income,  value  and  taxation  on  different  classes  of  Iowa  property. 

New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  This 
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involves  a  study  of  local  market  price  problems  affecting  New  Jersey 
egg  producers. 

Camden  (New  Jersey)  Chamber  of  Commerce.     Federal  inspection 
of  dressed  poultry,  for  condition  and  wholesomeness ,  is  being  fur- 
nished at  Camden,  N.  J.,  and  nearby  points  under  this  agreement  /  • 

Rhode  Island  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.     Consumer  prefer- 
ences for  vegetables  are  being  determined  through  data  collected  by 
questionnaire  from  Providence ,  R.  I.,  housewives. 

South  Dakota  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  The  arrangement  is 
for  a  study  of  farm  organization  and  management  in  the  corn  and  hog  area 
of  southeastern  South  Dakota,  which  work  is  now  in  progress. 

Virginia  Division  of  Markets  of  the  Virginia  State  Department  of 
Agriculture.     The  provisions  hereunder  for  a  Eederal-State  grading 
service  on  Virginia  cream  and  butter  are  being  carried  out. 

v/HAT  ARE  YOUR  OFFICIAL 

LETTERS  COSTING-  THE  BUREAU? 

As  a  result  of  practical  tests  with  a  group  of  stenographers,  the 
Federal  Board  on  Simplified  Office  Pro  edure  has  ascertained  that  it 
costs  the  Government  an  average  of  26  cents  a  letter  to  carry  on  its 
correspondence.     In  commenting  on  this  estimate,  the  Director  of  the 
Budget  in  his  address  before  the  fourteenth  regular  meeting  of  the  Busi- 
ness Organization  of  the  Government  at  Memorial  Continental  Hall,  January 
30,  stated: 

"This  figure  is  not  final,  but  accurate  enough  to  be 
significant  and  startling.     It  would  be  an  excellent  plan 
for  Government  personnel  responsible  for  correspondence  to 
have  that  surprising  '26  cents'  given  prominent  place  on 
their  desks.     It  may  serve  as  a  deterrent." 

With  a  view  to  making  a  similar  estimate  in  the  Bureau,  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  will  be  glad  to  have  a  statement  from  employees  in  washing- 
ton  and  the  field  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  correspondence  as 
to  the  actual  cost  involved  and  the  basis  upon  which  they  have  determined 
that  cost.     Suggestions  for  economy  in  this  connection  will  be  appre- 
ciated.

The  1928  statistical  class,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates, held  its  commencement  exercises  at  a  banquet  Monday  night  attended 
by  Messrs.  Tenny,  Olsen  and  Marquis  of  the  administrative  office,  C.  7. 
warburton,  Director  of  Extension,  the  entire'  staff  of  the  Division  of 
Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  and  of  course  the  class  itself.    Mr.  Tenny 
and  "professor"  Sarle  were  the  honor  guests.     Charles  E,  G-age  was  master 
of  ceremonies. 

The  hard  grind  the  class  had  been  through  -  30  days  averaging  14 
hours,  in  addition  to  the  hard  work  their  clerks  had  done  for  them  before 
they  came  to  v7ashington  -  was  the  basis  of  the  chairman's  apology  to  Mr. 
Tenny  for  their  answers  to  questions  propounded.     "How  do' you  feel,  boys?" 
the  chairman  inquired.     "Rotten"  they  yelled  vociferously,  meaning  really 
not ' that  they  were  commencing  to  be  rotten  statisticians- for  that  had 
begun  years  ago.     Departing  from  the  usual,  the  after-dinner  program 
degenerated  into  a  general  investigation  of  the  "whole  works,"  with  R,L, 
Gillette  as  sergeant-at-arms.     "Jam"  S.  Dennee,  impersonating  Mr.  Tenny, 
was  called  to  the  stand..    "What  are  you  chief  of?"     "I'm  the  chief  of 
3.A.E."  he  replied.     "what  does  that  stand  for?"    "Oh,  it  has  to  stand 
for  a  lot  of  things,-  cotton  reports,  statisticians,-."    "I  mean' what 
are  B.A.E.  the  initials  of?"     "Oh,  that  means  Bacon  and  Eggs.     When  I 
send  some  of  you  eggs  out  on  a  job  I  expect  you  to  bring  home  the  bacon." 
The  investigation  proceeded,  a  la  3-ridiron  Club,  Messrs.  Olsen,  Marquis, 
Callander,  Jones,  Shepard,  Becker  and  Harlan  being  put  on  the  rack  to 
explain  themselves. 

Among  the  questions  put  to  Mr.  Callander  was  this:     "Suppose  a 
lumber  camp  contained  100 -men  and  2  women,  and  one  of  the  men  married 
one  of  the  women,  how  would  you  express  that  statistically?''1     "I  mould 
say  that  I  per  cent  of  the  men  married  50  per  cent  of  the  women"  he 
replied.     "Are  you  a  statistician?"     "Yes,  I  studied,  -"    "Never  mind, 
you  have  already  demonstrated  the  kind  of  a  statistician  you  are." 

The  most  embarrassing  incident  occurred  when  Mr.  Childs  presented 
Mr,  Sarle,  for  Mrs.  Sarle,  with  a  very  fine  Venetian  glass  tea  pot,  but 
dropped  it,  breaking  it  into  a  thousand  or  more  pieces.    Mr.  Tenny' s  face 
got  white,  and  Mr.  Sarle ' s  got  very  red,  and  the  whole  gathering  squirmed 
uneasily.    About  that  time  Mr,  Robinson  clamored  for  recognition  and  said 
he  had  expected  Georgia  would  do  some  such  clumsy  stunt  and  that  he  had 
accordingly  brought  along  another  present  for  Mrs,  Sarle,  a  handsome- 
silver  ice  water  pitcher.     The  tension  broke  in  a  gale  of  hilarity.

Mr.  Callander  presented  each  member  of  the  class  with  a  diploma.

HERE  AND  THERE  IN  THE  BUREAU . 

Official  matters  claiming  his  attention  in  Washington  prevent 
Mr.  Tenny's  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Terminal  Engineers 
in  New  York  City,  Tuesday,  as  previously  announced  in  this  paper. 

C.  L.  Christensen  and  L.  S.  Hulbert,  Division  of  Cooperative  Market- 
ing plan  to  leave  Washington  for  Florida  March  15.     They  will  stop  at 
Jacksonville,  Winterhaven,  Tampa,  and  probably  Orlando  to  confer  with  com- 
mittees of  State  citrus  growers  on  organisation  and  operating  problems  in- 
volved in  the  further  consolidation  of  local  cooperative  associations  that 
pack  and  ship  deciduous  fruits.     They  will  be  out  of  Washington  about  a  week. 

J.  H.  MacG-illivray,  Research  Assistant  in  Horticulture  of  Purdue

Miss  Nickerson  explained  the  method  of  color 
measurement  and  the  Munsell  system  of  notation  which  is  being  used  in  the 
Bureau  for  classifying  cotton,  hay,  and  canned  foods,  and  assisted  him  in 
adapting  this  system  to  his  own  problem  with  tomato  color.

The  Bureau  is  arranging  to  cooperate  with  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  growers  and  shippers  in  the  inspection  ser- 
vice necessary  under  these  new  State  laws. 

Peter  NL  Strang,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  left  Washington 
Friday  for  Charlotte,  N.  C ,  Spartansburg,  S.  C. ,  Atlanta,  Ga. ,  and  Anniston, 
Ala. ,  to  interview  cotton  manufacturers  and  cotton  dealers  on  the  matter 
of  methods  of  purchasing  and  selling  cotton  and  to  make  studies  entering 
into  the  marketing  of  cotton  with  a  view  to  developing  new  uses  for 
American  cotton.

E.  C.  Parker,  Hay  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  will  conduct  hay  grad- 
ing demonstrations  and  investigating  soybean  hay  marketing  and  standards 
this  week  and  next  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Memphis,  Tenn,,  Birmingham,  Ala., 
and  Atlanta,  Ga. 
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The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  a  Grade  3 
vacancy  in  Columbia,  S.C.,  caused  by  the  change  in  status  of  Henry  L.

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'  SENATE  INVESTIGATIONS  OF 

COTTON  MARKET  CONTINUES. 

The  inquiry  into  the  conditions  surrounding  the  New  York  cotton 
market  is  being  continued  by  the  Subcommittee  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Agriculture.     After  hearing  a  statement  last  week  by  W.  L.  Clayton, 
cotton  merchant  of  Houston,  Texas,  the  Committee  called  Arthur  R.  Marsh, 
former  President  of  the  New  York  Cotton  Exchange,  who  was  on  the  stand. 
Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday,  and  again  Monday.    The  Committee  announced 
that  Mr,  Clayton  and  Mr.  Marsh  would  be  given  opportunity  to  cross 
examine  each  other  with  the  aid  of  attorneys. 

It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Tenny  will  appear  to  discuss  the  price 
situation  reports  when  the  Committee  has  finished  with  Mr.  Clayton  and 
Mr.  Marsh. 

The  Committee  announced  that  a  request  had  been  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  designate  a.  committee  of  cotton  classers  to 
go  to  New  York,  accompanied  by  a  representative  of  the  Senate  Subcommittee, 
to  make  a  general  examination  of  the  stock  of  cotton  in  that  market.

METHODS  FOE  &PJUil233-  ROUGH  ?. ICS. 


A  recant  demonstration  of  definite  methods  for  grading  rough  rice 
in  the  offices  of  the  American  Face  Growers  Cooperative  Association  at 
Beaumont ,  Texas,  has  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  chose  methods  by  the 
Association  for  determining  the  grade  and  quality  of  all  rough  rice  han- 
dled by  it  at  that  point, 

The  demonstration  was  conducted  by  7/.B.  Smith,   in  charge  of  the 
Pace  Investigations  office  at  Hew  Orleans,  La.,  with  equipment  owned  by 
the  Bureau.     The  president  of  the  Association  was  so  impressed  with  the 
results  of  the  tes^s  that  he  requested  Mr,  Smith  to  leave  the  mechanical 
equipment  which  had  been  used  until  the  Association  could  duplicate  the 
set.     In  the  equipment  are  several  pieces  of  testing  apparatus  which  have 
been  developed  by  employees  of  the  Grain  Division,  such  as  the  Smith  shell- 
ing device,  the  Bates  laboratory  aspirator,  the  modified  Boerner  sampler, 
and  the  Black-Shea  sieving  machine. 

The  method  of  determining  the  grade  and  value  of  rough  rice  has 
heretofore  been  largely  a  matter  of  guesswork  and  the  American  Rice  Grow- 
ers Cooperative  Association  is  the  first  farmers1  organization  in  the 
South  to  a.dopt  definite  methods  for  testing  rough  rice.     At  a  recent 
meeting  of  all  of  the  officials  of  this  Association,  held  at  Beaumont, 
a  demonstration  was  given  of  the  use  of  the  apparatus  and  it  is  thought 
likely  that  other  offices  will  install  similar  laboratory  equipment  for 
testing  samples  of  rough  rice.

As  a  guide  to  planting  and  marketing  farmers  are  beginning  to  depend 
upon  the  Weekly  Market  Reviews  of  the  Grain,  Hay  and  Feed  Market  News  Ser- 
vice, a  recent  questionnaire  has  brought  out.     This  service  was  extended  • 
to  a  large  number  of  farmers  in  the  principal  grain  producing  States  about 
six  months  age  through  the  medium  of  bulletin  boards  in  about  4, SCO  rural 
banks  to  which  mimeographed  reviews  are  mailed  each  Saturday  from  the 
field  offices  of  this  project  located  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  Chicago, 
Illinois,  and  Kansas  City,  Missouri.     The  reviews  are  also  distributed 
from  San  Antonio,  Texas,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  and  San  Francisco,  Califor- 
nia.   Approximately  a  SO  per  cent  response  was  made  by  the  banks  to  the 
questionnaire,  all  of  which  requested  the  service  continued.     Those  return- 
ing the  questionnaires  state  that  farmers  are  eager  for  the  information 
that  is  being  furnished  and  that  many  come  to  the  banks  regularly  early 
each  week  to  consult  the  bulletin  boards  where  the  reviews  are  posted. 
Interest  is  growing  they  add.     A  few  representative  statements  on  the 
returned  blanks  are: 

"They  afford  a  reliable  source  of  information."  "Data 
accepted  as  reliable  and  corrective  of  newspaper  featurings." 
"They  feel  that  this  is  a  function  of  the  Government  that  is 
a  real  benefit; 11     "They  are  the  basis  of  many  farm  discussions 
regarding  next  year's  crop  plantings ?:"     "Many  come-  in  regularly 
just  to  read  the  reports." 

G.  A.  Collier,  who  is  in  change  of  this  work,  states  that  one  of 
the  purposes  of  the  service  is  to  provide  weekly  information  to  siipple- 
ment  that  furnished  on  grain  crops  in  the  yearly  Outlook  Report,  by 
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this  means  keeping  the  Outlook  Reports  up  to  date.     In  addition  to  a 
discussion  of  the  market  develoDments  for  the  principal  grains  the  re- 
views mention  particularly  the  most  important  factors  which  have  dominated 
or  influenced  the  market  both  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries 

The  questionnaire  has  definitely  established  the  worth  of  the  ser- 
vice and  its  value  to  "che  agricultural  interests  of  the  country.

INDIA'S  COOPERATION  ENLISTED 

IN  T7QRLD r S  AGRICULTURAL  CENSUS. 

Cooperation  in  India      in  the  world  agricultural  census  is  being 
obtained  under  difficulties,  according  to  the  following  from  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Estabrook,  written  at  Delhi: 

"The  agricultural  and  statistical  organization  of  India  has 
been  more  difficult  for  me  to  ascertain  and  comprehend  than  that 
of  any  other  country  I  have  yet  visited,  mainly  because  the  of- 
ficials themselves  seem  not  to  understand  clearly  what  it  is. 
Apparently  the  whole  situation  was  confused  about  eight  years  ago 
when  the  central  organization  of  functions  was  terminated  and  a- 
process  of  decentralization  ?jas  begun  which  is  not  yet  completed.*** 
"Conditions  of  travel  in  India  are  exceptional.     I  was  informed 
before  and  after  reaching  India  that  a  traveller  must  employ  a  ser- 
vant and  provide  himself  with  bedding,  towels,  soap,  etc.     I  did  not 
credit  these  reports  until  the  American  Consul  pointed  out  that  a 
servant  is  necessary  to  act  as  interpreter,  to  protect  the  traveler 
from  importunate  hordes  of  baggage  snatchers  at  railway  stations  and 
the  assaults  of  beggar?  at  every  turn,  and  that  bedding  and  access- 
ories are  not  supplied  on  trains,  nor  is  room  service  supplied  in 
hotels.     In  the  best  hotel  in  Calcutta  I  went  three  days  without 
any  service  whatever  in  my  room  until  I  engaged  a  personal  servant, 
Nowhere  are  there  modern  sanitary  conveniences.     All  boats,  trains 
and  hotels  are  overcrowded  and  it  is  necessary  to  telegraph  in  ad- 
vance to  get  a  reservation.***    Before  leaving  Calcutta  I  made  a 
room  reservation  with  a  travel  agency  and  gave  a  deposit  to  secure 
it.     On  arrival  I  found  a  room  had  not  been  reserved,  none  were 
available  in  any  hotel  in  Delhi,  and  the  best  I  could  do  was  to  take 
an  old  tent  in  the  rear  of  a  little  country  suburban  hotel — and  pay 
first  class  rates  for  it."

Filbert  Ward,  Assistant  Vice  President  of  the  National  City  Bank 
of  New  York,  made  some  striking  contrasts  of  the  protection  to  hankers  in 
accepting  United  States  warehouse  receipts  as  collateral  for  loans  as 
against  the  hazards  in  the  practice  of  advancing  money  on  products  stored 
in  warehouses  not  under  Federal  supervision,  "before  a  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Reserve  City  Bankers  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  March  15.     Mr.  Ward 
discussed  in  detail  the  safeguards  that  are  offered  in  such  transactions 
under  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act  and  related  his  personal  experience  in 
the  use  of  this  service  several  years,  as  follows: 

"I  had  occasion,  several  years  ago,  to  set  up  a  credit  ar- 
rangement under  which  advances  were  to  be  made  against  cotton 
stored  in  every  cotton  growing  State.     There  was  no  margin,  except 
in  the  cotton  itself,  and  it  was  essential  to  the  safety  of  the 
credit  that  the  cotton  stay  pledged  until  the  advances  were  retired. 
At  that  time,   I  visited  Mr.  H.S.  Yohe,  under  whose  administration 
the  United  States  Warehouse  Act  has  been  built  up  to  be  the  effi- 
cient and  vigilant  Instrument  it  is  today,  at  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  in  7/ashington.     I  subsequently  visited  several  of  his 
district  offices,  and  saw  his  men  at  work  in  the  field.     I  abso- 
lutely satisfied  my  own  mind  that  the  protection  the  loan  would 
receive  from  the  storage  of  the  collateral  in  Government  licensed 
warehouse  would  exceed  any  that  could  be  built  up  by  any  system 
of  examination  and  supervision,  and  the  decision  wras  reached  to 
accept  such  receipts  without  question.    Advances  aggregating  some 
millions  of  dollars  were  made  that  season,  and  the  arrangement 
has  continued  to  this  day.  without  one  unpleasant  incident.  Un- 
questionably, without  such  a  service  the  rate  at  which  the  business 
was  undertaken  -  had  it  been  deemed  advisable  to  take  it  at  all  - 
would  have  had  to  reflect  the  cost  of  supervision  and  a  greatly 
added  degree  of  risk." 

EARLY  FROOF  CE  PRACTICAL  SERVICE

Actual  work  uider  the  Produce  Agency  Act  has  been  going  on  for 
only  a  few  months  (funds  for  its  enforcement  not  having  been  made  avail- 
able until  the  first  of  this  year) ,  cut  a  definite  expression  as  to  ef- 
fective service  has  already  come  from  a  Chicago  shipper.

Mr.  Tenny  has  not  yet  been  called  to  present  his  statement  on 
the  Bureau's  price  forecast  work. 
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DAIRYMEN  TO  MAKE  A^CTAL 
PILGRIMAGE  II-T  MAY. 


'The  annual  pilgrimage  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Dairy  Federation,  will  be  held  in  Washington  May  8  and  9  this  year. 
The  first  day,   from  3.00  to  12.00  a.m.,  will  he  spent  with  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  program  this  year  will  include  a  discus- 
sion of  the  Bureau »s  general  purposes  and  policies  by  Mr.  Tenny;  re- 
search in  dairy  marketing  by  Mr.  Potts;  cooperative  marketing  by  Mr. 
Christensen,  and  general  information  and  the  market  news  service  by  Mr. 
Marquis.    All  phases  of  the  Bureau's  work  which  relate  to  dairying  will 
be  mentioned  by  these  speakers. 

Following  the  meeting  in  this  Bureau  luncheon  will  be  served  in 
the  Bureau  of  Dairy  Industry.     The  delegation  will  spend  the  afternoon  in 
that  Bureau.     The  next  day  they  will  visit  the  dairy  experiment  farm  at 
Beltsville.     They  also  expect  to  meet  with  the  agricultural  section  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States. 


ARIZONA  TO  HOLD  COOPERATIVE 
MARKETING  SCHOOLS. 


Plans  for  cooperative  marketing  schools  in  Arizona  during  April  are 
the  result  of  the  success  of  similar  ten-day  schools  held  in  nine  Colorado 
communities  during  the  latter  part  of  February  and  early  March  by  the  State 
Board  for  Vocational  Education,  the  State  Extension  Service,  the  State 
Bureau  of  Markets,  and  this  Bureau.    Robin  Hood,  of  the  Tennessee  Cotton 
Growers1  Association,  was  engaged  by  the  Colorado  State  Board  for  Voca- 
tional Education  to  carry  on  the  schools  in  that  State  and  will  also 
conduct  the  schools  in  Arizona. 

A.  "7.  McKay,  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  spent  two 
weeks  participating  in  the  Colorado  work.     He  reports  that  two  classes 
were  held  daily,  one  in  the  afternoon  and  another  in  the  evening.  Aver- 
age attendance  at  the  afternoon  sessions  was  between  20  and  30  farmers, 
and  at  most  afternoon  schools  about  25  agricultural  high  school  students 
were  also  present.    At  the  evening  sessions  from  30  to  120  were  present, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  approximately  60.     The  work  was  carried  on 
largely  by  the  conference  method  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  was  mani- 
fested by  those  in  attendance.    Discussion  at  these  schools  of  the  economic 
basis  of  cooperation,  marketing  functions,  the  possibilities  and  limitations 
of  cooperation,  and  similar  subjects ■ showed  that  farmers  in  general  are 
becoming  better  informed  regarding  their  economic  problems  through  parti- 
cipation in  cooperative  enterprises.    Motion  pictures  and  film  strips 
prepared  by  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  were  used  extensively 
throughout  the  course. 

Schools  for  cooperative  leaders,  lasting  from  two  to  four  days, 
have  been  held  by  several  agricultural  colleges  in  cooperation  with  the 
Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,     The  Wisconsin  Extension  Service  also 
has  been  carrying  on  for  some  time  a  series  of  commodity  farmers'  insti- 
tutes, three  to  four  days  in  length,  at  which  production  and  marketing 
problems  have  been  considered.     The  Colorado  schools,  however,  were 
unique  in  that  they  offered  farmers  for  a  ten-day  period  a  course  of 
instruction  devoted  exclusively  to  cooperative  marketing  problems. 
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GRAPHIC  WORK  IS  GRO-TIUG-. 

The  large  number  of  charts  and  diagrams  which  are  being  turned  out 
in  the  Drafting  Section  is  an  indication  not  only  of  great  activity  in 
that  unit  "but  suggests  growing  activity  in  all  "branches  of  the  Bureau's 
work*    R.G.'  Hainsworth,  in  charge  of  that  section,  reports  that  during 
the  past  five  years  the  number  of  graphic  presentations  prepared  in  the 
Bureau  has  been  steadily  increasing,,  and  that  from  a  comparison  of  work  of 
this  character  performed  in  the  first  quarter  of  1927  with  the  corres- 
ponding quarter  this  year,  the  increase  in  1928  apparently  will  be 
greater  than  ever  before.     Already  330  illustrations  have  been  pre- 
pared as  against  231  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  advantages  of  telling  a  story  by  charts  and  graphs  rather 
than  by  statistical  tables  or  by  text  are  becoming  more  arid  more 
apparent,  with  the  result  that  the  picture  method  is  growing.     Not  only 
are  our  publications  illustrated  with  a  number  of  charts  and  graphs,  but 
these  are  used  by  the  officials  making  lectures  so  that  the  public  may 
visualize  our  work,  in  our  public  exhibits,  as  a  working  basis  for 
further  investigation  and  study  in  the  Bureau,  as  well  as  by  the  Chief 
and  his  assistants  when  making  their  yearly  appearance  before  the  appro- 
priations committees  of  Congress,  and  for  other  special  purposes. 

RADIO  MARKET  NE"7S  BROADCASTING 
DIRECTS  TIMELY  MARKETING. 

The  market  news  office  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  at  Denver 
recently  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  farmers,   shippers,  dealers,  and  other 
interested  in  farm  products.     Questions  as  to  the  benefits  to  them  of  the 
market  information  broadcasting  by  radio  stations  in  eastern  Colorado  brought 
many  interesting  replies. 

Out  of  the  first  500  replies  received  50  per  cent  came  from  farmers, 
10  per  cent  from  shippers,  9  per  cent  from  retail  merchants,  8  per  cent 
from  brokers  and  jobbers,  2-1/2  per  cent  from  bankers,  l-l/'2  per  cent 
from  storage  companies,  1  per  cent  from  transportation  companies,  and  10 
per  cent  from  a  miscellaneous  group,  including  county  agents,  schools,  and 
colleges.     Ninety-six  per  cent  of  the  replies  indicate  that  the  market  re- 
ports are  of  actual  practical  advantage. 

Those  replying  seemed  to  be  interested  equally  in  summaries  of 
market  conditions  as  well  as  specific  price  information.     One  farmer  at 
Gypsum,  Colorado,  reported  that  by  getting  the  potato  market  reports 
over  the  radio  he  was  able  to  ship  carloads  of  potatoes  at  times  when  the 
market  was  to  his  advantage.     Another  farmer  stated  that  with  the  radio 
he  was  able  to  keep  up  with  the  local  buyers  in  the  matter  of  information 
which  they  received  by  telegraph  while  previously  he  was  always  two  days 
behind  when  compelled  to  wait  for  the  newspaper  reports.     A  retail  mer- 
chant has  been  enabled  to  sell  radio  sets  to  farmers  because  of  the 
farmers1  interest  in  getting  the  market  reports  earlier  than  by  any  other 
means.     A  county  agent  says  that  the  broadcasting  of  market  reports  has 
induced  many  farmers  to  acquaint  themselves  with  market  conditions  and 
to  use  this  information  in  their  business  both  as  a  guide  in  production 
and  a  basis  for  their  selling  practices.

J-  B.  Hutson,  Division  of  Farm  Management  -  and  Costs,  will  spend  this 
week"  and  next  in  Kentucky,  assisting  officials  of  the  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  in  preparing  for  publication  a  bulletin  showing  the  results 
of  cooperative  farm  management  studies. 

The  Emit  and  Vegetable  Division  will  lose  the  services  of  a  valued 
assistant  with  the  resignation  of  J.  Austen  Hunter  early  in  April.    Mr.  Hunter 
will  take  over  the  sales  agency  of  the  Medina  Dan  and  Catarina  projects  at 
that  time,  with  headquarters  in  San  Antonio.    He  has  been  with  the  Bureau 
since  1925,  most  of  which  time  he  has  been  working  in  a  cooperative  capacity 
in  Texas.    Mr.  Hunter  handled  market  station  relief  work  for  several  summers, 
and  in  1926  assumed  charge  of  the  station  at  Grand  Junction,  Colo.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  conduct  of  the  cooperative  work  in  Texas  so 
that  there  will  be  no  break  in  the  service. 

Hobert  H.  Black,  of  the  Minneapolis  C-rain  Investigations,  is  addressing 
the  conference  of  the  North  Dakota  Agricultural  College  being  held  today 
at  Eargo,  N.  D.,  on  "Cleaning  Seed  "wheat,"  and  "Handling  Combine  Harvested 
Wheat  to  Prevent  Spoilage."     Efforts  to  safeguard  North  Dakota's  greatest 
single  industry,  the  production  of  hard  spring  wheat,  is  the  main  purpose 
of  this  conference,  a  preliminary  announcement  stated.     Specialists  from 
this  Department,  agricultural  colleges  of  North  and  South  Dakota,-  Minnesota 
and  other  Northwest  States,  as  well  as  plant  breeding  experts  from  farms  in 
the  spring  vheat  States,  and  representatives  of  the  flour  milling  industry 
of  Minneapolis  and  of  the  railroads  are  scheduled  for  attendance. 

The  friends  of  R.  C.  Butner,  of  the  Eruit  and  Vegetable  Division, 
were  sincerely  sorry  to  learn  of  his  fathers  passing  on  March  15,  when 
he  returned  to  the  office  last  week.    Mr  Butner  was  with  his  father  at 
his  home  in  Lexington,  Ky. ,  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
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Jesse  W.  Tapp,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  leave 
Washington  next  Sunday  for  a  ten  days'  trip  to  points  in  Tennessee  and 
Alabama,  for  conferences  with  Scate  College  officials  and  others  regard- 
ing research  projects  that  are  in  progress  and  plans  for  research  work  in 
the  Bureau. 

Mr,  Estabrook  has  written  Mr.  Tenny  from  Delhi  that  Afghanistan 
will  be  the  next  country  in  which  he  will  endeavor  to  enlislt  cooperation 
in  the  world's  agricultural  census  project,  if  he  succeeds  in  gaining 
permission  to  enter.    He  reports  that  he  finds  it  cold  living  in  a  tent 
at  night.

On  April  12,  he  will  meet  with  the  Commissioners  of 
Agriculture  of  Hew  England  to  discuss  the  expansion  of  the  market  news 
radio  program  in  New  England. 

J.  W.  Jones,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  left  Washington  last 
week  for  the  Pacific  Coast.    He  will  spend  some  time  in  California  assist- 
ing the  University  of  California  and  the  California  State  Department  of-
